Washington, D. C., April 10. 


OLONEL WILLIAM KELLER, Corps of Engi- 
neers, U. S. A., said today that the Inter- 
_ departmental Board which will establish the loca- 
tion of the nitrate factory had not determined upon 
the abandonment of the cyanamid process. Colonel 
Keller further stated that owing to the sudden 
interference of the present war situation the board 
would not make a trip “for some time.”” This was 
‘confirmed in the office of the Secretary of War, 
where it was added that the board had not deter- 
mined upon a process for the manufacture of 
nitrates, and would in no event make an announce- 
ment with regard to its decision both to site and 
process until it had completed its investigation, 
which in the nature of present events must now be 
postponed indefinitely. 

From the office of the Secretary of War at Wash- 
ington comes the amazing statement reported in the 
foregoing, that any decision as to either* the loca- 
tion of the proposed Government nitrate plant or 
the process which will be employed—cyanamid or 
otherwise—must now be indefinitely postponed! 

Suppose the German fleet should be able to over- 
come the British navy that now holds it in leash 
and should make an attack on the navy of the 
United States, as it most assuredly would at the 
first opportunity it would get. Where would the 
United States obtain its nitrates for the manufac- 
ture of even sufficient powder to put up a feeble 
opposition to the German invasion? 

The entrance of the United States into the war, 
instead of being regarded as an interference with 

_ the plans of the Interdepartmental Nitrate Board, 

' should be the keenest sort of an incentive to most 
vigorous action on their part. ‘The nitrate plant 
should be located immediately and the work of con- 
struction crowded with all possible speed. 

The war into which the United States has entered 
is no child’s play, and it is no time for weakness 
and indecision in departmental heads. The men 
how occupying responsible positions in Washington 
Should arise to the emergency if they can. The 
Safety of the nation demands that men in their 
Places shall have comprehension of the perils in 

) which we “are placed. 

It is high time for the Government at Washington 
to come to attention! A slow Congress and loiterers 
at the heads of the departments are a menace to 
the nation’s safety ! 

Let the departments at Washington wake up and 
follow the vigorous lead of President Wilson. 


The Nation at War and Its Effect Upon Business 


_ MANUFACTURERS Recorp has preferred dur- 
ing the last .twelve months not to make any 
predictions or suggestions in regard to the effect of 
war on business. We have believed that the question 
of war was too solemn and fraught with too much 
of human suffering to be studied from the material 
point of view for fear that some narrow-minded peo- 
ple would believe, or claim to believe, that the busi- 
ness interests of the country were willing to have 
war for business reasons. 

We cannot conceive that any human being has 
sunk to a depth so low as to be willing to favor war 
merely because he knew that war would mean bound- 
less prosperity to him. No one not filled with the 
spirit of Satan himself, no one who did not match 
Satan in deviltry, would be willing to think favor- 
ably of war, with all of its attendant horrors, from 
the viewpoint of his own personal profit. 

And those who would charge others with such a 
spirit must be basing their statements on their inner 
knowledge of their own moral obliquity. But now 
that we have entered upon war, with a solemn reali- 
zation of our duty to ourselves and to civilization, 
with the speech by President Wilson which will for- 
ever mark one of the great epochs of human history, 
it is proper to face the situation from the business 
standpoint, for upon the progress and development 
of business will depend the ability of the country to 
finance and maintain war. 

As we view the situation, the war will stimulate 
every mental and physical activity of the nation. 
Millions of men will be called from peaceful pursuite 
to warlike operations, but millions of others will be 
stimulated mentally and physically as never before. 
The whole life of the nation will be quickened and 
we shall live on a broader and higher plane than in 
the past. Human sympathies will be developed, the 
love of our fellow-man will expand, the realization 
of our duty to God and to man will be brought into 
play, and out of this quickening of mind and body 
will come an amazing material advancement. 

Tae world’s demand for foodstuffs will stimulate 
every farmer in America to do his utmost, assured 
that there will be a high price for everything that he 
can raise, and that this demand in excess of supply, 
necessitating continued high prices, will last for 
years to come. 

Even when the war ends there will be a great 
vacuum in food supply which must be filled. The 
world is living on short rations. When the war is 
over there will be a call for food supplies vastly 
greater even than the existing demand. 

In industrial interests there must of necessity be 
greater activity than ever before. Every iron and 
steel plant and machine shop and foundry in the 
country will be called upon to do its utmost to pro- 
duce the materials needed for war and for peace. 
Railroads must of necessity be expanded. A vast in- 
crease in transportation facilities is absolutely in- 
cumbent upon us, and we shall have to build many 
new miles of road and enlarge terminal facilities of 


existing lines, double-track many roads and enor- 


mously increase rolling stock. All of this means 
that, to the utmost limit of available labor, iron and 
steel plants must be enlarged and new plants built. 
The output of iron and steel must be augmented far 
more rapidly than would have been needed under the 
greatest possible boom in peace. 

We are also entering into a great shipbuilding 
period. We must build ships of war and of com- 
merce more rapidly than would have been deemed 
possible a few months ago. The nation is pouring 
money almost without limit into the building of war- 
ships. It must build ships of commeree with equal 
energy. Our allies may have to depend upon our 
ships to save them from starvation and to supply 
them with war munitions as well as with foodstuff. 
Many of these ships of commerce will be wooden, 
and a great field is thus opened up to the lumber in 
terests, while other work connected with war activl- 
ties will enlarge the demand for lumber. 

The enormous expenditures by this Government 
and by the Allied Governments in this country will 
produce a period of general expansion, of inflation, 
and of 


We shall begin to see what it means to have 


of advancing prices in many lines higher 
wages. 
a nation of a hundred million people, with one-third 
of the world’s accumulated wealth, with resources in 
raw materials which baffle description and far sur- 
pass all of the resources of Europe, brought into play 
to the utmost limit of the power of labor and ma- 
chinery to make available for war and for peace. 
Eventually this country and the world will have to 
bear the cost of this awful war, but during the con- 
tinuance of the war we may look for phenomenal 
business activity; indeed, it becomes the absolute 
duty of every business man, and especially of every 
manufacturer, to press with greater zeal than ever 
before in his life the expansion of his business that 
the wealth of the country may be increased and that 
it may be given the power to endure the struggle and 
stand the strain. 

As we view the awful horrors of war and contem 
plate the suffering of mankind, we shudder at the 
task that is before us, as before all civilization. But 
when the mad dog is on the street, tearing women 
and children right and left, we cannot sit down 
supinely and express our regrets that the dog went 
mad, but we must do our part by killing him to save 
other women and children from his fierce attacks. 
There is, therefore, the profound satisfaction when 
viewing the war from that point of view of realizing 
that, however great may be the suffering, we shall 
be doing the noblest work to which men have ever 
been called in human history. 

Under the conditions which the country faces every 
business man should consider how best to lessen cost 
of production and increase output by the installation 
of new labor-saving machinery. The supply of labor 
in proportion to the demand will grow steadily less, 
and to produce the materials of all kinds that will be 
needed will tax the ingenuity of the manufacturers 
of the country, just as the farming interests are be- 


ing taxed to supply foodstuffs. Every manufacturer 
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in the country should, therefore, immediately give 
heed to the question of the most modern eguipment, 
with every labor-saving appliance that can be. de- 
vised, in order to supplant muscle power by machin- 
ery, and every farmer should plow and plant and till 
as never before. All that the nation can produce, 
and more; too, will be needed alike from the farm 


and the factory.

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BIG STEEL INTERESTS SHOULD, FOR 
“NATIONAL SAFETY, DEVELOP THE 
SOUTH’S STEEL POTENTIALITIES. 


HE course of events during the last few weeks 

emphasizes as nothing else could have done the 
wisdom of the suggestions which the MANUFACTUR- 
eRS Recorp has been urging upon the iron and steel 
people of the country for the last three years in 
regard to the larger development of iron and steel 
interests in the South and Southwest. A number 
of the great steel plants of the country, including 
those of the Bethlehem Company, are to a consider- 
able extent dependent upon foreign ores. The rumor 
of a German raider along the Atlantic coast has 
kept in our ports many ships, even coastwise steam- 
ers, whose owners have been afraid to send them to 
sea because 6f the possibility that one German 
raider might be hovering somewhere along the 
Atlantic. 

It is generally believed that there are a large 
number of German submarines on the coast of Mex- 
ico, or at some other points from which they can 
strike at American shipping. 

These conditions may at any moment completely 
shut off all foreign ore, and the Atlantic coast plants 
dependent upon these ores would either have to close 
or look to Lake ores, and thus add to the strain 
upon the Lake Superior mining district as to output 
and transportation facilities, both of which are 
already taxed to the limit of their capacity. 

However watchful the nation may be in safe- 
guarding the Soo Canals and the Lake Superior 
ore district, it is possible that an enemy’s spies 
might do infinite damage by the blocking of the 
canal or damage to some of the great ore producers. 
We are trusting too greatly to one ore supply. We 
are permitting national existence to be staked upon 
that district and upon the Soo Canals. From every 
point of view this is unwise. It is foolhardy to the 
extreme. It is amazing that great leaders in the 
iron and steel industry should have permitted such 
a condition to continue up to the present time. 
Surely stirred by the reality of a war, the time of 
the ending of which no man can foresee, the Gov- 
ernment and steel people should unite on some plan 
that will bring about the fullest utilization of the 
iron and steel making possibilities of the South. It 
would seem to be almost criminal folly to permit 
existing conditions to continue any longer. 

If the steel men will not of their own accord 
make a move in this direction immediately, cer- 
tainly the National Government, if the men in 
charge are broad enough to understand the situa- 
tion, should take some step that will result in large 
development of the South’s steelmaking resources. 
We believe, in view of the vital importance of this 
situation, that the Government and the United 
States Steel Corporation should get together and 
arrange some basis by which the corporation would 
feel justified in spending many millions for the 
enlargement of its operations in Alabama. It was 
a misfortune to the nation in time of peace that 
the Government suit had so long halted develop- 
ment work by the Steel Corporation in Alabama; 
but, with our country at war, continued halting in 
this matter might be a national disaster. Unless 
it can be understood that the Supreme Court will 
in the very near future render a decision in this 
case, surely there is some ground on which the cor- 
poration and the Government can meet for a 
friendly settlement of the whole matter. 

But other interests beside the Steel Corporation 
should recognize their responsibility to national 
safety to enter largely into the development of steel- 
making in the South and Southwest. 


IN HARMONY WITH THE 
ALLIES. 


HAT this country has almost over night awak- 

ened from its sleep, shaken itself together and 
moved with a giant’s stride toward preparedness for 
war and toward an appreciation of what the Allies 
have been doing is of profound significance. The 
Administration’s plan for providing the Allies with 
several billion dollars without a dollar of profit is 
indicative of the true greatness which is being dis- 
played by President Wilson at present. 

At first there were reports—and, indeed, some such 
plans were seriously advocated by some prominent 
men—that we should borrow money from our people 
at a low rate of interest, lend it to the Allies at a 
higher rate, and thus become pawnbrokers. This 
would have been an insult to every honest man 
among the Allies and a fearful illustration of a spirit 
which, we are glad to say, this country has not yet 
displayed. It is good to see the Administration plan- 
ning for a great bond issue sufficiently large to take 
care of our own needs and at the same time to fur- 
nish billions of money to the Allies, and it is espe- 
cially good to see that this is to be done without add- 
ing one dollar of -profit. It would have been in- 
finitely better for us to have given five billion dollars 
outright to the Allies rather than to have insulted 
them by asking for a higher rate of interest than we 
would have to pay in raising the money. 

The work that is being done indicates that those 
in authority have fully grasped the magnitude of the 
task upon which we have entered. President Wilson 
is now showing in every movement that he realizes 
fully that the Allies of Europe are our allies; that 
we are inseparately united to them by reason of the 
fact that we are now engaged in the same work in 
saving ourselves as they are in saving themselves. 

Civilization is at stake, and the Allies of Europe 
and the United States are now copartners in the 
greatest work in which any Governments in human 
history were ever engaged. 

It is well that we are beginning to recognize the 
magnitude of the task upon which we have entered, 
and that men of vision have learned by the experi- 
ence of England and are looking forward to the 
future. To imagine that this will be a short war and 
that we should make no preparations other than for 
a brief contest would be fatal. It is well, therefore, 
that we are crowding the building of ships, that we 
are enlarging every naval facility, that we are plan- 
ning for a great army, and that, having learned by 
the experience of the Allies, we are putting their les- 
sons to good account. 


WORKING 


In the raising of this army universal training or 


conscription should be brought into effect immedi- 
ately. It would be absolutely unfair to the individual 
and to the nation to depend upon volunteers. The 
man of patriotism who offers his life to his country 
should not be made to feel that at home there are 
“slackers” for whose welfare he is risking his life. 
Without at least a restricted conscription, reaching 
all classes, there can be no justice or fairness in the 
organization of the army. Those who oppose con- 
scription are practically traitors to their country. 
They are trying to give some men the right to be a 
“slacker” while they are willing that some high- 
minded patriot should risk his life for their benefit. 

With restricted conscription enacted by Congress; 
with a favorable vote, which should be given imme- 
diately, to the supplying of billions of dollars to the 
Allies, this country will have started fairly well 
toward its share in the great world work upon which 
it has entered. 


Men who, like Kitchin and many others, fought 
preparedness and then fought the recognition of the 
war situation, should at least have the decency to 
resign and betake themselves to private life, or else 
to stand with the nation now that we have entered 
upon war. Less than this they surely cannot do and 
expect ever to hold their heads up among decent men. 

If any there are in Congress who oppose aiding 
the Allies, they would be opposing the success of 
their own country, and to the extent of their ability 
they would betray it by their vote into the power of 
Germany. There is no middle ground on which they 
can stand. They must be either for the country 
whole-heartedly or they are against it. 


EFFICIENCY IN OUR GOVERNMENT Now 
A VITAL NEED. 


HE same demand for an efficient goveriment, 

made in England, France and Russia, must now 
be made in the United States. Enormous sacrifices 
will be required of the people, and these sacrifices 
must not be in vain. This country cannot make the 
same mistakes that were made in England, France 
or Russia and be excused. With the lessons learned 
from its allies, this Government should be efficient 
at the outset of the war. 

Yet there is evidence of inefficiency in Washing. 
ton. Officials who should be giving their immediate 
attention to the immediate arming of all American 
merchantmen, whether in the transatlantic or coast- 
wise trade, are spending entire days on conferences 
as to whether one kind of a boiler, or another kind, 
should be planned for one battleship which will not 
be in commission for three or four years. That kind 
of incompetency cannot be tolerated. 


Right now the most pressing need, next to the 
granting of immediate credits to the Allies, who 
can make the most immediate and effective use of 
financial sinews, is for the arming of all merchant- 
men. Yet the navy bureau in charge of this work 
says that the ships in the coastwise trade cannot be 
armed for some time; there are not enough guns 
and gunners for the transatlantic ships. 


Then why doesn’t the Navy Department imme- 
diately make contracts with every available factory 
which can turn out guns for merchant ships? Why 
does not the Government call to the colors all the 
naval gunners who have served their enlistment? 
Why does it not begin to train immediately the 
thousands of men who are available as gunners? 
This problem could be solved in a few months if the 
department went about it in the right way. 

Submarine chasers should be exploring the seas 
now. With these chasers at work, and every mer- 
chantman armed, the occupation of a submarine 
commander would be more hazardous than it is 
today. But with the knowledge that none of our 
coastwise ships are armed, the submarines may be 
expeeted to make their boldest drive on the coast- 
wise trade. One or two torpedoed coastwise ships 
would keep all coastwise vessels in port, and this 
would immediately throw upon the railroads traffic 
that now goes by water and instantaneously break 
down the whole railroad system. 

The nation must prepare for the future, byt for 
the present it must fight with the tools at hand, or 
those that can be made available in the shortest 
possible time. First, attention should be given to 
the immediate needs. That is why money should 
be advanced at once to the Allies. 

The advisory board of the Council of National 
Defense has done excellent work, but its results so 
far are confined mainly to an admirable program of 
defense and a card index system. There should be 
a Department of Munitions to co-ordinate and give 
executive direction to this work. There is no need 
for more advisory bodies; the great need is for 
efficient executive authority. 

The cry for efficiency shunted Asquith, Briand, 
the Romanoffs, and even Joffre, into the ash heap. 
Joffre was the hero of France. He saved his coun- 
try in its hour of need. But a more aggressive man 
was needed, and he had to go. 

The same cry for efficiency will be heard in the 
United States as soon as the first patriotic enthusi- 
asm over the nation’s formal entry into the war 
gives way to a determination that sacrifices which 
must be made by the people shall not be in vain. 

The people must pay for the war. They must 
pay in money and in blood, in the loss of those near- 
est and dearest to them. It is little enough to ask 
that the officials in Washington make the sacrifices 
required of them. It is little enough to ask that 
kindly sentiments be cast aside for national effi- 
ciency. 

President Wilson may have the warmest regard 
for some of the heads of the departments, but in 
this time of national crisis he should be guided by 
one consideration only—the welfare of the American 
people. Friends and foes should be subjected to 
but one test—‘Are these the men who can best serve 
the nation in the mighty struggle?” 
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Every One Must Now Do His Share or Be a Moral or 
Physical “Slacker.” 


OR the protection of its own life and in order 
F’ help save civilization from destruction by 
parbarism, this country is at war with Germany. 
The cost in suffering, in privation, in lives and in 
treasure may be greater than we can at present fore- 
cast, but the sacrifice is demanded of us. It was 
not of our choosing. It was forced upon us against 
our will. President Wilson struggled as probably 
no other man in human history ever struggled to 
save the nation from war. 

Now that we have entered the contest, a weighty 
responsibility rests upon every man and woman. 
All must do their part. No one can shirk the duty 
of the hour without being a “slacker,” and the 
“slackers” will be those who, in business, whether 
on the farm, in the office, in the factory or in their 
homes, fail to measure up to the responsibilities of 
the hour. 

The war may be long and desperate. 
our strength physically and financially. It may call 
forth sacrifices such as none in our country have 
known except the women of the South who lived 
through the privations and terrors of the Civil 
War. 
greater fight even than the heroic men who, under 
Lee and Jackson, footsore and weary and hungry, 
maintained that mighty contest. 

This war may not be fought upon our own soil, 
but no one dare say that that is impossible. We are 
fighting the most terrific war machine, the most 
ruthless power the world has ever known, and no

man can say where its blows may strike us. 

Our country has summoned its people to arms to 
save ourselves and our nation ere it be too late. 
We hesitated long. We waited with patience that 
seemed endless as ignominy was heaped upon us 
and as our people were murdered, hiding, as we were, 
behind the English fleet, which was our only safety. 
Indeed, as a nation we were “slackers,” skulking 
behind that fleet which alone saved us from Bel- 
gium’s fate. We covered our eyes to shut out the 
light and stopped our ears, refusing to see the in- 
evitable and unwilling to hear the insistent call of 
duty. . 

To many of our people all of this has been as plain 
as the midday sun for more than two years, but 
the vast majority refused to see or hear, and pre- 
ferred to seek peace and prosperity rather than duty 
and national salvation. It is never pleasant to look 
a desperate situation squarely in the face. Every 
man believes every other man but himself to be 
mortal and subject to the call of death, rather than 
sternly face the fact that he, too, may at any mo- 
ment have to face death and should be prepared for 
it. We believed that in some way we were not sub- 
ject to the dangers which other countries faced, and 
that we could put the thought of national sickness 
and death far from us. 

At last, however, through force of circumstances 
and the power and strength of President Wilson's 
address to Congress, the nation has been aroused 
and our people compelled to see the deadly danger 
that confronts us, and the dishonorable position in 
which as a nation we have lived, willing to be saved 
by others without putting forth any effort to save 
We are awake now, thank God, and the 
mighty spirit of the nation thrills with new life and 
a new sense of responsibility to ourselves and to 
the Allies who have saved us and civilization itself 
from destruction.

settle the destiny of all mankind for centuries to 
come, we must by energy that knows no halting pre- 
pare for the struggle. 

Upon millions will fall the task of fighting the 
battle of civilization on land and water. Upon 
other millions will rest the task of carrying forward 
all business activities, without which the nation 
could not stand the strain of war, while millions 
of others, by the most intensive work, must perform 
the patriotic task of feeding our country and our 
Allies. 

The man, woman or child who increases the sup- 
ply of foodstuffs will be doing a patriotic service 
without which our nation would be destroyed. Every 
acre of ground that can be planted and cultivated 
strengthens the nation’s army and helps to insure 
its life. 

While production must be increased, unnecessary 
consumption and waste must be decreased. In this 
country we waste enough to feed millions of people. 
We waste in family life while our larger hotels 
operating on the European plan and fashionable 
clubs are wilfully wasteful in supplying food to 
their guests. This must be changed. Waste in the 
kitchen and on the table of the larger hotels and the 
fashionable clubs as well as in privete families must 
be cut out. In these larger hotels and private clubs 
an order for meat, for instance, is far more than 
anyone can eat, and the balance is wasted. Every 
pound of meat and flour and vegetables must be 
made to yield the largest results. Even if some 
recklessly extravagant people should demand for 
themselves a continuation of present wasteful meth- 
ods, a change must be made. No man liveth unto 
himself any more, and the man or woman who, 
merely to gratify the appetite for super-abundance, 
continues to waste at a private table or at a fash- 
ionable hotel or club will be directly robbing others 
of food needed to sustain life and robbing our coun- 
try and the Allies of food needed to save Europe 
and America from being overrun by the Huns and 
barbarians of Germany and her allies. 

We must speed up mentally and physically all of 
the activities of the nation. 
will be on a par with the millionaire loafer. Neither 
should be permitted. We are calling to the colors 
a half-million or more men, to be followed by others 
until we have created an army of some millions. 
These men will be, under the control and restraint

of the Government, compelled to follow the most 
rigid discipline and to go through a hardening proc- 
ess which will tax all of their strength. When they 
are ready for the contest they may have to enter into 
the actual fighting. Why should the people behind 
the lines who are protected by these men behind 
the guns live their accustomed lives without any 
change or even control by the Government to com- 
pel them to work in order to produce? 

The fighting strength of the nation is not simply 
the men who are sent out to battle; it is the co- 
ordinated development and control of the poten- 
tiality of all the people, rich and poor, young and 
old. 

If all of the people do not willingly do their share, 
it will become incumbent upon the National Gov- 
ernment to compel them to do it. It is quite possible 
to double the effective working power of the nation 
if this spirit of universal service and determination 
to accomplish the largest possible results shall in- 
spire men and women of all sections and of all 
classes to vie with each other as to who shall achieve 


the largest results, whether it be in the production 
of foodstuffs or in developing an economic system 
in the use of food, or whether it be in pushing for 
ward manufacturing and commercial activities, in 
creating new industries, in developing the latent 
possibilities in chemistry and in carrying forward 
vigorously and aggressively everything which makes 
for the broadest development of the agricultural and 
industrial interests of the country and for the 
rounding out of all national life in such a way as 
to strengthen the nation for war rather than to 
weaken it by war. 

Patriotism as expressed in streaming flags from 
homes and from business places and in enthusiastic 
talk about the country and in encouraging others to 
enlist for war or to engage in business pursuits will 
not be enough. Every man must bear his share of 
the burden and do his part of the work or be a 


moral or a physical “‘slacker,”’ or both.

as to resources in men and materials. 
on some of the replies received, we said: 

“From Governor Catts of Florida there came a 
telegram as follows: 

“Telegram received in regard to showigg military 
strength by the State of Connecticut. Will say that we 
have not taken a census down here yet, as we do not 
think that war is close enough to warrant it. In case we 
have war, you can count on Florida doing her part.” 


“Practically this says that we propose to wait 
until the house has been entered by the burglar, the 
goods stolen, and the people robbed, and then we 
will look around and see what should have been 
done by the man who was killed to protect his fam- 
ily and his goods. That indicates the appreciation 
that Governor Catts shows of the situation. With 
the President of the United States warning the 
country with all the power at his command as to 
the danger ahead of us, and with every man of intel 
ligence recognizing the situation, Governor ' Catts 
does not think the war is close enough to justify any 
advance preparation in order to guard against it, 
but he proposes to wait until war is upon us, and 
after war has come, Florida can be counted upon to 
do its part. Poor Florida!” 

In reply to that editorial, we have received from 
the Governor of Florida the following letter, which 
merits publication only because it indicates a condi- 
tion politically greatly to be regretted by all lovers 
of that splendid State:

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THE NEGRO RACE AND ITS RELATION 
TO THE SOUTH. 


HE suggestions made in the following letter of 

reat, . & Keith, Supervisor of Colored 
Schools, Department of Vocational Education, City 
Public Nashville, Tenn., are worthy of 
thoughtful study by the people of the South. 

This section has in its negro population an asset 
of great potential value, or a liability of fearful 
possibilities of evil. The determination as to which 
this population shall be, an asset or a liability, lies 
largely in the hands of the white people of the South. 

Admit, for sake of argument, all of the evils 
connected with the negro individually, and as a 
race, admit ali the evils in the criminal classes of 
the negroes, we are yet forced by the proof of condi- 
tions which prevailed prior to the war to recognize 
that there are great inherent possibilities of good, 
of high morals, of integrity, of faithfulness and of 
labor in the negro race. That there should have 
been great disorganization among the negroes as a 
race, with a development of all the inherent quali- 
ties of evil in the worst of the race, was only nat- 
ural, considering the evils of the reconstruction 
period. 

As the people of the old South in slavery days 
recognized their responsibility to train their slaves 
and evangelize them, until the greatest missionary 
work ever done among any people was accomplished 
before the war by the slave owners of the South, 
so it is today a duty and great responsibility of the 
people of the South to train and evangelize the 
negroes of this day. This duty rests upon them not 
only because of their responsibility as Christians to 
uplift and help to save mankind, but it rests upon 
them also from the material point of view, for the 
South can be greatly benefited materially, morally 
and religiously by the proper training of the negro 
race. The negro women are the cooks, the nurses 


Schools, 


and the housemaids of nearly every Southern home 
able to have servants; the negro men are employed 
in every occupation in the South. The welfare of 
the white people of the South, if no higher motives 
were involved, would demand that every lover of 
the white race, even though he be not a Christian, 
should be eager to sge the regro race advanced 
morally and in the lines of education of the race 
for its work. 

The negro migration from the South to the North 
and West is natural. It is partly due to economic 
conditions and partly to the feeling among many 
negroes that they will have a larger degree of op- 
portunity and of legal protection in the North and 
West than in the South. Lynchings and lighter 
crimes against the negro race are in part responsible 
for this feeling. If the South wants to retain its 
negro laborers and desires to advance them morally 
and materially, it must give serious consideration 
to bettering the conditions under which they live 
and work. On the farms and in the towns and cities 
there must be better homes for the negro people. 
It is useless to expect the highest development of 
any people doomed by their environment to live un- 
der such conditions and in such houses as a large 
proportion of the negroes have to live. The tenant 
houses on many Southern farms are a disgrace. It 
matters not that the owner may say that the negro 
has been accustomed to these conditions in the past. 
He need not be accustomed to them at present, be- 
“ause the call for labor is so great that he can bet- 
ter his conditions elsewhere. As the cotton-mill peo- 
ple of the South have steadily improved the mill 
villages and added to the comforts and conveniences 
of the mill houses, in order to benefit their operatives 
and to draw a better class of operatives, so. Southern 
land owners in the country districts and property- 
owners in the cities must provide better accommoda- 
tions for negro tenants. There must also be a larger 
appreciation of the moral and religious responsibility 
of the whites of the South to do all in their power 
to co-operate with the best leaders in the negro race 
to advance the welfare of negroes. The question is 
a broad one, and it vitally concerns the best inter- 
ests of this section as well as its moral and religious 
life. 

In his letter to the MANUFACTURERS ReEcorD, Pro- 
fessor Keith says: 


iditor Manufacturers Record: 


Industrial conditions, the efficiency and inefficiency of 
the colored labor of the South, have occupied my atten- 
tion and study for some time previous to the excitement 
attending the movement of Southern negroes to the 
Northern and Eastern fields of employment. I have had 
the opinion that there was need of a certain type of 
organization relating to these questions, that in co-opera- 
tion with Southern employers could perform a service 
for the South, its industries and the colored people. This 
is the reason of my letter to you. 

It may be well and proper to confess, in the beginning, 
that I have always entertained a very high regard for 
the MANUFACTURERS RecorD as the leading and most au- 
thoritative influence in the larger industrial awakening 
and development of Southern industry. This is an addi- 
tional reason for my writing you this letter at length, 
seeking your opinion and advice in the construction of 
en organization I am considering as aforementioned, I 
am certain that you are a very busy man, but in view 
of my knowledge of the manner in which you have con- 
secrated your energy and talents to the development of 
Southern industry, I have no hesitancy in asking you to 
give my letter some of your time and write me frankly. 

I believe sincerely that the South offers the negro in- 
dustrial, climatic and agricultural opportunities never to 
be had in the North, and that the colored people are best 
fitted by nature and experience to do the work of the 
South. The section offers the colored people the very 
best opportunity for development from almost every 
angle of their existence. Among the things that have 
stood in the way of their best development and useful- 
ness has been a lack of practical knowledge of the natural 
resources of the South, thorough training regarding the 
conservation of these, and the absolute responsibility of 
every intelligent human being for the fostering and de- 
velopment of Southern resources and industry for the 
good of the South and the nation. Out of this general 
condition, coupled with abstract education and visionary 
leadership, has grown a state of general inefficiency and 
unrest. The fact suggests a needed remedy. 

There is and has always been a considerable supply of 
efficient negro labor in the South. Whether this has 
been sufficient to meet the needs and demands of ex- 
panding industry and the intensive efforts of Southern 
employers is a matter of doubt without definite informa- 
tion to reply upon. I feel certain, however, that one of 
the obstacles to advancing wage standards among col- 
ored employes has been the inefficiency and unreliability 
of a large percentage of these. The uncertain and con- 


stantly moving element has always stood in the way of 
the advancement of the most efficient and reliable of any 
group, because the very nature of the methods and move. 
ments of this group have a tendency to shake the confi- 
dence of employers in the entire body and make them 
hesitate before an inclination to do better by their 
employes. 

Southern employers have never had the advantage of 
a fact-gathering organization of colored people, devoted 
to the interests of industry and promoting the efficiency 
of negro labor. Negroes have never had an organization 
for the advancement of their sympathies with the larger 
growth and development of the South, the natural and 
best dwelling place for the colored people of the United 
States. There is no sensible way on earth to separate 
the larger development of the race from material oppor- 
tunities and increasing money-earning power through 
increasing efficiency in the vocations open to them in the 
South. 

Organizations there are and plenty—of a philanthropic 
and sympathetic nature—devoted to the advancement of 
the race. These organizations have nearly all had their 
birth in the North, with general offices there and branches 
in the South. They have done some good and are still 
doing it, but some of them have a tendency to create 
unrest among Southern negroes and make many of the 
race in the South feel that their natural home is any- 
thing but the right place for them to live and work out 
their salvation. Strangely enough, this state of affairs 
has gone on with no one stressing the greater moral and 
material value of an opposite thought and organization 
to offset the menace. This I have in mind to do, and it 
is about the suggestion that I seek your counsel and 
co-operation, if you see its merit and appreciate my 
idea. 

I have in mind an “Association for the Promotion of 
Industry and Efficiency” among colored people, with 
branch organizations in every industrial center with a 
considerable population of colored employes. The name 
indicates the purpose of the organization. The organiza- 
tion ideal would be one of co-operation with the em- 
ploying class, represented by an advisory committee of 
employers. The association would be a fact-gathering 
organization, with a plan and purpose of furnishing ab- 
solutely reliable information regarding colored employes 
in matters of changing residence and work, training, 
experience, general character, reliability, health and 
efficiency. Employers would be given this information 
through a rating periodical published quarterly. The 
facts would be gathered with the co-operation of em- 
ployers patronizing the association. 

I believe that the public school system of the South 
will eventually be so constructed as to give the colored 
pupils more training for the work they are to do after 
their school experience is ended. Any system of educa- 
tion that does not teach its pupils the value of the things 
mankind must need and use, and how to make these 
things useful through productive processes, will always 
be faulty unless a reformation succeeds. I believe we 
are fairly on the road to a tremendous and wonderful 
change for the benefit of the next generation of colored 
citizens, but I still entertain the opinion that there 
should be a definite union between the education of the 
masses of pupils and the industrial conditions surround- 
ing them. 

I wish you would please write me of your thoughts 
and conclusion after reading my letter. That will help 
me greatly in the final solution of the question I have 
before me. You have my thanks beforehand and assur- 
ance that I am prompted by my confidence in your 
knowledge and experience in the material development 
of the South through a proper conservation of its re- 
sources, and your enthusiasm for Southern industrial 
growth for the highest good of the American people. In 
writing this letter I have at heart the interests of my 
people, the South and the nation of which I am a part.

ALCOHOLIC DRINKING ROBBING THE 
WORLD OF FOOD. 


HILE the world is short of food and prices 

are steadily mounting, millions of bushels of 
grain are being turned into alcoholic drinks. Every 
bushel thus used takes bread from the poor and 
lessens the world’s supply of foodstuffs, while the 
product of the brewery and the distillery adds to the 
sorrows and sufferings of the world. In this great 
emergency let the nation rise to the opportunity and 
suppress the use of grain for the production of alco- 
holic drinks. Here is one way to add to the food 
supply and to lessen at the same time the world’s 
sufferings. 

Within a few hours after the foregoing sugges- 
tion in regard to abolishing the use of grain for dis- 
tillery purposes was written, a similar proposition 
was made at a meeting in St. Louis, called by Secre- 
tary of Agriculture Houston, by Henry J. Waters. 
president of the Kansas State Agricultural College. 
Many millions of bushels of grain essential for food- 
stuff could thus be saved, and the nation greatly 
strengthened from every point of view by such a 
step. 
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The Food Question and Its Vital Relation to the Nation’s 
Welfare. 


7 OW that the National Government and State 
N officials have late in the day waked up to the 
food shortage, and are eagerly scrambling to en- 
courage increased production, it may be well to 
remind our readers that the Manufacturers Record 
persistently and urgently pressed this matter upon 
the attention of the country last year at a time 
when governmental action could have been of the 
greatest help. Week after week we pointed out 
the situation, and on November 9, 1916, summed 
up the case with facts which are as vital now as 


they were then. In order to reiterate and empha- 


size the matter we republish the following editorial . 


of November 9: 


“Probably the most vital material question before 
the people of this country today is that of the food 
supply for the next two or three years. The cost of 
foodstuffs has reached a point which seriously en- 
dangers the welfare of a very large proportion of the 
people of this country, necessitating a degree of econ- 
omy in food supplies on the part of millions, with no 
assurance of any lessened cost for the next year or 
two, which demands our most serious study. 

“The suggestion of an embargo on foodstuffs might 
as well be dismissed from all consideration. Even 
if it were feasible from every other point of view, 
and it is not, it is not conceivable that the farmers 
of the country would permit Congress to pass a bill 
which would deprive them of the right to a foreign 
market for their products. 

“The grain growers of the West would be no more 
Willing to submit to an embargo on the shipments of 
wheat and flour and provisions than the cotton 
vrowers of the South would be willing to submit to 
an embargo on cotton. 

“Any serious suggestion of an embargo on cotton 
or foodstuffs for the purpose of reducing the cost of 
foodstuffs and cotton to American consumers would 
meet with a storm of protest from the producers of 
these staples which no Congress would stand. 

“Moreover, it would be unjust to the producers. 

“The farmers have not been over-prosperous as 
compared with other classes. At times they have 
passed through long periods of depression in the 
price of cotton and grain. They are as justly en- 
titled from every legal and ethical point of view to 
get the most out of what they are now producing as 
the day laborer or the mechanic is entitled to get 
the largest amount of wages he can secure. The 
economic law of supply and demand must regulate 
these questions, and the suggestions occasionally 
made by people who are not familiar with the situ- 
ation, that an embargo be placed on all foodstuffs, 
could not be given a moment’s serious consideration 
by Congress in justice to the farmers of the land 
and to all other interests. We should, therefore, 
entirely dismiss the thought of an embargo and face 
conditions as they exist and are likely to exist. 

“The grain crop of the present year was 1,100,000,- 
000 bushels smaller than the crop of the preceding 
year. The total wheat production of this year is 
estimated by the Government at 607,577,000 bushels, 
as compared with 1,011,505,000 bushels in 1915, a 
decline of 404,000,000 bushels, or a 40 per cent. de- 
crease. Moreover, the average weight of this crop 
is less than that of last year to the extent of 6.1 
pounds per measured bushel, which it is estimated 
makes a further reduction of 60,000,000 bushels, giv- 
ing us, therefore, a net crop, measured by pounds, 
of 547,000,000 bushels, against 1,011,000,000 bushels 
last year. 

“This alone would justify an advance in the price 
of wheat much larger than this 45 per cent. of de- 
crease in quantity. 

“The wheat crop of Canada is officially estimated 
at 159,123,000 bushels, as compared with 370,303,000 
bushels in 1915, and owing to the inability to thresh 
this grain promptly, by reason of the scarcity of 
labor, a considerable proportion of that may be lost. 

“These two countries last year produced 1,381,000,- 
000 bushels of wheat. This year, using the estimate 
of bushels as counted by weight of 547,000,000 
bushels for the Dnited States, the two countries have 


produced 706,000,000 bushels, or a decline of 675,000,- 
000 bushels compared with 1915. 

“This would have been a disaster of the greatest 
significance even if other grain crops had been abun- 
dant; but, as already stated, the total decline in 
grain production in the United States alone was 
1,100,000,000 bushels compared with 1915. 

“Europe’s demand upon this country and Canada 
for wheat will take a very considerable proportion 
of the supplies of both countries, and probably at a 
steadily advancing price. The phenomenal activity 
in the manufacturing interests of the country makes 
a larger demand for foodstuffs than in periods of 
depression. We, therefore, face the situation of 
Europe’s heavy demand upon us for food and our 
own increasing consumptive requirements in conjunc 
tion with a decrease in supply of alarming extent. 

“Before the next grain crop is produced the coun- 
try in all probability will be swept absolutely bare of 
wheat and corn and other grains. We shall, there- 
fore, go into the next crop season under conditions 
that would guarantee high prices even if we could 
be absolutely sure that the crop of 1917 would ex- 
ceed the unprecedented yield of 1915. Therefore, 
under the very best conditions we cannot hope for 
any material decline in the cost of grain to the con 
sumers of the country, and the cost of grain will 
largely measure the cost of all foodstuffs. 

“If, however, through the failure of the farmers to 
sow and plant for a very big acreage in grain, or if, 
by reason of unfavorable weather conditions such as 
we had this year, we should in 1917 have another 
short crop, the country would face what practically 
might be called a food famine which could not be 
relieved to the extent of bringing prices back to nor 
mal conditions for several years to come. 

“This situation has a vital relation to the food 
supply of the country, and thus to the nation’s wel- 
fare. All the denunciation of high prices of food 
stuffs, due to a misunderstanding of these conditions 
by those who only see the cost of living advancing 
without appreciating the phenomenal conditions com 
pelling this advance, will be without avail in chang- 
ing the economic developments which are responsible 
for these prices. The whole country is seriously dis 
turbed by the advancing cost of living, especially the 
cost of foodstuffs, for that is the final question in all 
problems of prices. Industrial developments can be 
checked if price is advanced beyond the possibility

“Under these conditions it is essentially important 
to the welfare of the country that the farmers should 
be induced, because of the assurance of these prices 
so profitable to them, to put into foodstuffs every 
possible acre that they can sow or plant and culti- 
vate. The margin of safety between a food supply 
fairly equal to demands next year and an absolute 
famine at exorbitant prices is too narrow for the 
couifort of the country to be considered without seri- 
ous concern. 

“The grain growers of the West, as well as the 
livestock producers, should be encouraged by the 
agricultural departments of the Government and the 
States, by business men and all others who under- 
stand this situation, to put into wheat this fall and 
into other grains next spring the largest possible 
acreage. Even under the best conditions of the 
chance of a bumper crop on a bumper acreage a 
famine demand would be treading close upon the 
heels of supply, and almost actual famine would be 
upon us should the yield be short, as it has been this 
year. 

“It is needless to say that the South especially 
should give increased attention to the production of 
foodstuffs. If this section should be tempted by the 
high price of cotton to neglect putting in a large 
acreage in wheat this fall and an acreage taxing 
cultivating capacity next spring in other grains, or 
if it should neglect to produce at home the livestock 
needed for home consumption, this year’s high price 
of cotton would prove a curse instead of a blessing. 


The South, like the rest of the country, will have to 
face from now on, for the next year or two at least, 
prices for foodstuffs which we have not seen since 
Civil War days. The danger is so serious that every 
banker and every business man ought to co-operate 
with the farmers not only in encouraging them to 
produce foodstuffs, but in aiding them financially 
wherever it may be needed to make it possible for 
them to cultivate grains and produce livestock. 
“Since the beginning of the war the MANUFACTUR 
ERS Record has been presenting this situation espe 
cially to the South. It predicted that as an outcome 
of the war there would be an exorbitant demand at 
high prices for foodstuffs, with a probability of a 
serious shortage in the food supply of the country 
We are now right up against that situation. W< 
cannot get any early relief from it. Indeed, no re 
lief is in sight even if, as stated, next year's crop 
should give us bumper yields of grain. But we may 
see these conditions made much worse—indeed, seri 
by the failure to plant for a big grain 
crop or by unfavorable weather conditions during *

“No embargo on foodstuffs is feasible or possible. 
No reduction in the cost of foodstuffs is imaginable 
so long as present conditions last; and distressing 
as the situation may be, and as much deprivation in 
foodstuffs as may be brought about for millions of 
people, there is only one possible solution of the 
problem, and that is through enlarged crops next 
year. That would only save us from famine con 
ditions. Large crops for several years will be essen 
tial to bring about normal prices for foodstuffs. It 
is impossible to lay too much stress upon this matter 
or to bring it too earnestly to the attention of the 
whole country in order to secure the co-operation of 
business men with farmers that a greater acreage 
may be put into the production of grain and other 
food supplies 

“In addition to these natural conditions which 
have come about by reason of the world’s demand for 
foodstuffs, due to the fact that tens of millions of 
men are under arms in Europe and to the disaster to 
the wheat crop in Canada and the United States this 
year, we have a great influx of gold which is bring 
ing about a gold inflation somewhat akin to the 
greenback inflation of Civil War days, which results

in prices advancing more rapidly than incomes

THE SOUTH GROWS FASTER THAN ITS 
RAILROADS. 


ee PTT remains a fact that the South is growing 

faster than its railroads are growing,” said 
President Fairfax Harrison of the Southern Railway 
Co. in his recent statement before the Interstate 
Commerce Commission. 

The MANUFACTURERS Recorp has repeatedly di- 
rected attention to the pressing need for more rail 
roads in the South and the necessity for the encour- 
agement of capital to build them. Mr. Harrison's 
statement of the truth as to transportation condi 
tions in this section of the country is made doubly 
impressive by reason of the conditions under which 
he uttered it, his statement 
embodied in the following: 


quoted above being 


“I do not suppose there is any part of the coun- 
try that needs growth in its railroads more than 
the South. They all need it. It has been demon- 
strated again and again that they all need it. While 
fortunately we have had no such congestion this 
winter as in other parts of the country, it remains 
a fact that the South is growing faster than its 
railroads are growing. Since I have had a prime 
responsibility in the last three years I have man- 
aged one way or another to spend $52,000,000 in 
improvements and betterments on the Southern 
Railway proper. On the other lines for which I am 
responsible we have in the same three years spent 
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more than $16,000,000 for additions and better- 
ments, divided about half and half between new 
capital and income ploughed in. Thus we have 
spent in three years for improvement of our lines 
in the South upwards of $68,000,000. It is only a 
beginning of what is necessary to be done. Our 
problem, then, is one of credit, or better credit, to 
enable us to secure the capital necessary to make 
this railroad a bigger and better instrument to serve 


the South.” 


Mr. Harrison also told the Commission that he 
had before him a program to spend $17,000,000 on 
terminais, but he did not have it; he had expected 
He thought 
company 


to get it, or some part of it, this winter. 
he was conservative in saying that the 
earned 10 per cent. on the capital invested in ter- 
minals; it was good business to spend money for 
them, but the public got the most benefit. “I be- 
lieve,” he said, “I am entitled to expect sympathy 
and support from the governmental agencies which 
are here to view the conditions as they actually 
exist and which are here to help when, as in this 
case, it is demonstrated that help is needed.” 

The statement made by President Harrison was 
in the course of the appeal for an increase of freight 
rates suflicient: to increase the revenues of railroads 
in the South to at least an amount suflicient to offset 
the increased costs imposed upon them through the 
operation of the Adamson law, requiring an eight- 
hour day for trainmen, and other large uncontrol- 
lablé costs of conducting railroad business. 

The plea for higher rates rests upon a substantial 
foundation. Everyone knows that everything the 
railroads have to buy costs vastly more than it did 
two years ago, and the prospect of even higher prices 
looms ahead of them. Moreover, the South has been 
prosperous since 1915, and its railroads are moving 
a record traffic, with the outlook indicating that 
it will increase, but under the reduction of income 
caused by the increased costs it is pointed out that 
the lines may live, but they cannot grow if exist- 
ing rates are continued. 

With such a forecast of the future every friend of 
success and progress must perforce hope that the 
constituted authorities will find means to deal 
promptly and justly with the urgent case which the 
railroad companies have presented to them for con- 
sideration and decision.

The Courier-Journal begs Satan’s 
pardon for mentioning him in the same breath with the 
Kaiser.” 

This, sure, is a hot one for the Hohenzollern !—Knox- 
ville Sentinel. 


The Sentinel is wrong. Colonel Watterson’s words 
are mild and inadequate, instead of being “hot.” 
The Kaiser long ago usurped Satan's throne, by far 
outclassing Satan in hellish work. As compared 
with Kaiser Wilhelm Satan is in bis line a cheap 
piker. Two years ago the New York Sun said that 
if General Sherman were alive, he would apologize 
to hell for comparing war with it, for as Germany 
conducted war such a statement was a slander on 
hell. For nearly three years this new and fearful 
power of evil has been making war on us, and our 
people blindly refused to see it or prepare for it, and 
some men and women, claiming to have been created 
hy God, have upheld Germany, and joined hands 
with the blood-dripping hands of the Kaiser. 

If any reader thinks this is harsh, read the fol- 
lowing statements made on Monday last in a pub- 
lic address by Ambassador Gerard: 


Few in this country have any understanding of what 
the allied armies are enduring, and especially what the 
prisoners are suffering for the cause of liberty. I can 


best illustrate to you by relating a few incidents which 
came under my official observation and attention. 

I read one day in the North German Gazette that sev- 
eral German citizens had been punished for their treat- 
ment of allied prisoners—British and French. The papers 
gave the names of those who had been sent to jail and 
fined heavily, and then added that the names were pub- 
lished so they could be held up to the scorn of all future 
generations. 

I said “Good! at last the Germans are getting merciful.” 
I instructed our Consul to investigate. The report was 
that a trainload of prisoners was stalled in a little Ger- 
man town. The prisoners were starving and some of 
them succeeded in making known their condition to the 
citizens who gathered around the train. Some of the 
kind-hearted men and women took mercy and gave the 
starving prisoners food and water. It was those who did 
that act of mercy, who gave water and food, who were 
punished and whose names were printed that they might 
be held up to ridicule for all time. 

German boys found an amusing pastime in shooting 
arrows with nails in the heads through the bars at the 
allied prisoners in the German camps. 

My attention was called to one detention camp in Wit- 
tenburg, where Martin Luther nailed his articles on the 
church door. One incident there was typical. There was 
a large number of Russian prisoners confined in one 
camp with typhus fever. The German officials said the 
French and British prisoners ought to have an oppor- 
tunity to get acquainted with their allies, and so they all 
were driven into the quarters with the Russians, They 
were by that act driven to death as certainly as if they 
had been killed. 

I learned that the German officers in charge of the 
camps had trained their police dogs to bite all British 
soldiers in uniform. When the officers went among the 
prisoners they took the dogs along, and the dogs always 
bit a few prisoners. 

My complaint was at first not heeded. I learned that 
the practice was being continued. I told a high Germay 
official that I was a very good shot with a rifle, and that 
if the practice did not stop I would take up the sport of 
shooting police dogs. 

I told that officer “I don't know what you can do 
about it if I shoot a few dogs.” The camp commander 
was removed. 

These things may show you a little something of the 
spirit existing in Germany. We have no comprehension 
of it in this country. 


Emperor William was the murderer of American 
citizens on the Lusitania and other ships. His hands 
drip with the blood of these innocent people as fully 
as though he had personally cut their throats and 
fed their bodies to the sharks. The nation stood 
aghast at such crimes, but gradually we became c¢al- 
loused as, unavenged, one crime followed another, 
until it looked as though the nation had lost all its 
stamina and all of its moral sensibilities. 

It required a mighty awakening to arouse our 
country and stir our sluggish moral strength and 
quicken our perception of the villainous war that is 
being waged upon our mental, spiritual and physical 
life. But at last the long-“doped” giant is arousing 
himself and beginning to see how near he came to 
complete moral and physical death. 

The thousands of Belgians driven into slavery ; the 
outraged women, the prey of bestial men of Emperor 
William’s army; the Christian Armenians butchered 
by tens of thousands by Emperor William’s ally, the 
“unspeakable Turk,” and thus by Emperor William’s 
connivance; the millions slain on the battlefields be- 
cause of Emperor William’s foul work, and the tens 
of millions of widows and orphans, all cried out to 
us against this blackest fiend ever born on earth and 
warned us against his efforts for our destruction. 

Despite this, however, our country sought to keep 
at peace, but Emperor William has literally forced 
war upon us. A man may not wish to fight a would- 
be murderer, but when the fiend tries to kill his fam- 
ily, he must fight to save his loved ones.

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To Build 1000 Wooden Ships 


THE GOVERNMENT INVITES SHIP YARDS TO A TEST OF 


EFFICIENCY IN 


. RUSHING SHIP BUILDING. 


{Special Correspondence Manufacturers Record.] 


Washington, PD. C., April 10. 

The United States Shipping Board, it became known 
today, will immediately proceed with plans for the rapid 
construction of 1000 wooden ships of approximately 
3000 tons capacity to break the German submarine 
embargo and to aid American shippers in the transpor- 
tation of goods to and from Atlantic coast ports and 
points in Central and South America. 

The shipbuilding yards of the South Atlantic and 
Gulf Coast States, it is known, will be given a measure- 
able quota of the work, which will be prosecuted with 
all haste. 

The Shipping Board has compiled a complete list of 
the wooden shipbuilders of the South who will co- 
operate with builders on the North Atlantic and Pacific 
coasts, as well as firms on the Great Lakes, in turning 
out this huge fleet of merchant ships. 

It is the plan of the board to use at least $15,000,000 
of their appropriation of $50,000,000 in subsidizing ship- 
builders of the South and other sections in encouraging 
speedy production. 

The plans of the wooden ships to be built, as they 
will be subinitted to the shipbuilders by the board, will 
be uniform. This, it is believed, will insure speed in 
construction and will obviate confusion. 

Members of the board conversant with the situation 
throughout the country believe that deliveries of the 


large fleet of wooden vessels can begin within a month 
or two, and that all the navy of 1000 ships will be con- 
structed and in actual use by October 31 of this year. 
This is a daring proposition as to time and it will test 
the building energy of the country’s shipyards. 

The maritime exchanges of various cities of the South 
Atlantic coast, it became known today, have called to 
the attention of the board their inability to guarantee 
shipments to countries of Central and South America 
because of the lack of ships. Owing to the extraordi- 
nary call for ships demanded by the export of muni 
tions of war and supplies to the countries of the En- 
tente, exporters to Latin America have faced a serious 
shortage of export facilities. This will be largely over- 
come, it is felt, as soon as the facilities which will be 
provided by the wooden fleet are placed into general use. 

It is believed that once the wooden shipbuilding yards 
are placed in a position to turn out 3000-ton ships with 
rapidity, the average of daily construction, based upon 
the total output of all wooden shipbuilding yards, will 
be from one to three boats a day. 

Plans for the hull, engines and general equipment of 
these ships will be uniform. This will insure the utmost 
efficiency in production, and will place this country in 
a position efficiently to handle a major part of its ex- 
ports, both to European and South American countries, 
as well as to insure a great increase of imports of raw 
materials from both continents. 





DISCOVERY OF A “JOKER.” 


Alleged Dyestuff Trick Perpetrated by Chair- 
man Kitchin of the Committee on Ways and 
Means. 


[Fiber and Fabric.] 


Charges that “eight little words, slipped into the 
revenue bill last September by Representative 
Claude Kitchin of North Carolina, and repeated in 
the measure now before Congress,” will wreck the 
new and prosperous American dye industry are 
made by Charles H. Herty, editor of the Journal of 
Industrial and Engineering Chemistry. 

Mr. Herty said he was appealing for public recog- 
nition of the situation at this time because the only 
chance to undo the evil of the “eight weasel words” 
was to have them stricken out of the present reve- 
nue bill before it passes the Senate. 

The words capable of playing such havoc with 
the American dye industry are inclosed in brackets 
in the revenue bill, says the Daily News Record. 
They exempt from a tax of five cents per pound 
specific duty “indigo and indigoids, whether or not 
obtained from indigo.” 


“I cirecularized American chemists,” said Mr. Herty, 
“asking them if they knew what ‘indigoids, whether de- 
rived from indigo or not,’ referred to. I asked them if 
they knew of any group of dyes capable of classification 
under that heading. 

“One and all the chemists replied that they could not 
list any such dyes, and knew of no such classification as 
‘indigoids’ with any tangible limits to it. 

“Well, if words were being used in a revenue bill that 
meant nothing to our American chemists, I wanted to 
know how they ever got into the measure, especially as 
nothing was said at our conference about them. 

“I heard that in Switzerland there was a book pub- 
lished by Prof. R. Nietzki, head of the chemistry de- 
partment of the University of Basel, and that if our 
chemists did not know what ‘indigoids’ were Professor 
Nietzki certainly did know. 

“I not only heard of this book, but I heard that 
preparations were being made to ship in the next cargo 
of dyes to arrive here without the five cents per pound 
duty on the authority of Nietzki’s classifications. 

“I found that book. In the fifth edition of it I found 
the group of dyes known as ‘indigoids’ completely speci- 
fied. The list included all forms of sulphur dyes. 

“These were the very dyes of which America stood in 


such vital need that a governmental appeal was made 
to Americans to build up a dye industry. 

“Manufacturers responded, little dreaming that under 
the elusive name of ‘indigoids’ their sulphur dyes re- 
mained on the free list so far as the specific duty of five 
cents per pound was concerned. 

“TI searched the Congressional Record and other rec- 
ords and found that one Caesar Cone, a manufacturer 
of Greensboro, N. C., who made overalls, dyed blue, was 
very active against having any tariff at all on indigo or 
indigoids. I found documents he had filed at our hear- 
ings, and I discovered that after the Senate committee 
had stricken the offending eight words in parentheses 
from the bill it had gone back to a conference committee. 


“That in conference Representative Kitchin had 
‘stood out to the last and had finally had his way’ 
by having the clause in parentheses reinserted in 
the measure. 

“On the basis of the importations for 1913 and 
1914 that little exemption would shut us out of 
revenue amounting to $750,000 a year in normal 
times, I therefore feel that dye men who trusted 
the Government and the people who wanted an 
American dye industry should know why in secret 
and under cover the way was opened to betray 
them.” 


[So far as we can learn, Mr. Kitchin has never re- 
vealed his reasons for betraying the American dye in- 
dustry in the interest of German dyes. Is there any 
connection between this action and his vote against war 
with Germany? 

The statements republished from Fiber and Fabric 
are not new to our readers, for they have previously 
been published by us on the authority of Dr. Herty, 
former president of the American Chemical Society, and 
for years professor of chemistry in the University of 
North Carolina.—-Editor MANUFACTURERS REcorRD.]

Yet, 
whatever the selfish interests of England and Russia 
and Italy—the Kaiser scheme of world conquest justi- 
fied it. 

In us it sanctifies it. Why should any American 
split hairs over the European rights and wrongs in- 
volved when he sees before him grim and ghastly the 
mailed figure of Absolutism with hand uplifted to strike 
Columbia where these three years she has stood plead- 
ing for justice, peace and mercy? God of the free 
heart’s hope and home forbid! 

Kach of these three years the German Kaiser was 
making war upon us. He was making war secretly, 
through his emissaries in destruction of our industries, 
secretly through his diplomats plotting not merely for- 
eign but civil war against us, and, as we now know, 
seeking to foment servile and racial insurrection; then 
openly upon the high seas levying murder upon our peo- 
ple and visiting all our rights and claims with scorn and 
insult—with scorn and insult unspeakable—at this mo- 
ment pretending to flout us with ignominy and con- 
tempt. Where would the honest passivist draw the line? 

Surely the time has arrived—many of us think it was 
long since overdue-—for calling the braves to the colors. 
Nations must e’en take stock on occasion and manhood 
come to a showdown. It is but a truism to say so. 

Fifty years the country has enjoyed surpassing pros- 
perity. This has over-commercialized the character and 
habits of the people. Twenty-five years the gospel of 
passivism, with “business is business” for its text, has 
not only been preached—indiscriminately—oraculariy— 
without let or hindrance, but has been richly financed 
and potentially organized. It has established a party. 
It has made a cult, justifying itself in a fad it has called 
Itumanity—in many ways a most spurious humanity— 
and has set this above and against patriotic inclination 
and duty. 

Like a bolt out of the blue flashed the war signal 
from the very heart of Europe. Across the Atlantic its 
reverberations rolled to find us divided, neutral and un- 
prepared. For 15 years a body of German reservists 
disguised as citizens have been marching and counter- 


marehing. They grew at length bold enough to rally to 
the support of a pan-German scheme of conquest and a 
pro-German propaganda of “kultur,” basing its effront- 
ery in the German-American vote, which began its agi- 
tation by threatening us with civil war if we dared to go 
to war with Germany. There followed the assassin sea 
monsters and the airship campaign of murder. 

All the while we looked on with either simpering 
idiocy or dazed apathy. 
Why should we worry? 


Serbia? It was no affair of 
Belgium ? Foodstuffs 


warstuffs roaring—everybody making money- 


ours. 
soaring 
the mercenary, the poor of heart, the mean of spirit, the 
bleak and barren of soul, could still plead the Hypocrisy 
of Uplift and chortle: “I did not raise my boy to be a 
soldier.” Even the “Lusitania” did not awaken us to 
a sense of danger and arouse us from the stupefaction 
of ignorant and ignoble self-complacency. 

First of all on bended knee we should pray God to 
forgive us. Then erect as men, Christian men, soldierly

An investment of millions of dollars is planned for 
the ultimate development of the extensive acreage of 
the Georgia Land & Livestock Co., Townsend, Ga., addi- 
tional purchases by which were mentioned last week. 
Detailing this big enterprise, J. R. Paschall, president 
of the company, Richmond, Va., writes to the MAnu- 
FACTURERS REcorD: 

“The acreage now owned by the company is 128,000. 
The stockholders own, in addition, 150,000 acres which 
may be merged into this company. The total cost of 
this development will amount to a great many million 
dollars, depending largely upon what is done. The pres- 
ent intention is to put 40,000 head of cattle and 20,000 
sheep on these lands, and to raise sufficient foodstuffs 
to feed this stock three months in the year. We have 
ample grazing for the remaining nine months in the 
year for this number of cattle and sheep. Most of this 
275,000 acres of land is already under hog and cattle- 
proof fence. 

“It is the intention of the company to build a saw- 
mill with a capacity of 30,000,000 feet per year; a pulp 
mill with capacity of 100 cords per day and a packing- 
house with a capacity of 25,000 head of cattle per year. 
The company will build or buy sufficient boats for the 
transportation of all its products.

The Armor Plant Board has decided in favor of Charleston, W. 
Va., as the location of this proposed plant, and also of a large pro- 
jectile plant in connection therewith. 

Tue Mancracrvurers Recorp congratulates Charleston, the State 
of West Virginia and the country that a decision has been reached 
and a place selected which meets every requirement. There are many 
other places in the South which likewise, we believe, would have met 
every possible need of the Government; but when there were so many 
good points available it is gratifying that one has been selected against 
which we believe no possible criticism can be raised. 

The selection of Charleston meets every suggestion that has been 
made by the Manuracrvurers Recorp in regard to the location of this 
plant. It isin the interior, far away from the coast. It is safeguarded 
by mountain ranges that would make its destruction difficult, if not 
impossible, unless the country were completely overrun. It is in direct 
connection, through abundant transportation facilities, with the At- 
lantic, the Pacifie and the Gulf coasts. There are large stores of high 
grade iron ore in West Virginia that will be available for development 
for this plant whenever it may become necessary to produce at the 
plant the pig-iron needed. Every requisite facility can be found at 
Charleston. 

Moreover, that point is far away from the existing armor-plate 
plants, and that was the fight which the Manuracrcurers Record was 
making. In some respects we would have preferred to see the plant 
located farther in the South, in order to develop, far away from exist 
ing iron and steel centers, new centers of great metallurgical activity ;

As already 
stated, that point meets every requirement which the MANUFACTURERS 
Recorp has suggested as essential for the safety of the nation. 

Congress has appropriated $11,000,000 for this plant and $1,750,000 
for the projectile factory which will be built in connection with it. 
It is quite possible that these appropriations will not be sufficient to 
cover the construction of these great plants, in view of the heavy 
increase in the cost of raw materials and of labor since these appro 
priations were made. Congress will, therefore, be asked to appropriate 
such additional sums as may be needed as soon as the plans for the 
buildings are finally settled. 

We are advised by Secretary Daniels that experts of the Navy 
Department will be placed in charge of the armor-plate plant and the 
projectile factory. The force for operating the two plants will prob 
ably be drawn from existing private plants of Bethlehem, Midvale and 
Carnegie. The Government plant is projected on the basis of having 
an output of 20,000 tons a year. 

The decision to build this plant and to build it in the interior, and 
io build it in a section not dependent upon Lake Superior or foreign 
ores, answers every argument that was advanced by the Bethlehem 
Company and others who bitterly fought the establishment of a Gov 
ernment armor-plate plant. 

The Manvracturers Recorp believes that it has helped to win a 
great victory for national preparedness. This, however, is but the 
first move in a work of this kind. The Government must go forward 
and build other great plants, and these should be built farther down 
in the South, so that all of the metallurgical, armor-plate and pro 
jectile plants shall not be concentrated in too small an area.

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Development and Permanency of Coal Tar Dyestuff 


Manufacturing Industry in the United States 


By I. F. 


STONE, President of the National Aniline & Chemical Co., New York City. 


[The prompt and thorough manner in which the manufacturers of this country 
developed a coal-tar dyestuffs industry, sufficient to meet our needs and to free us 


from foreign dependence, stands forth as a striking example of the resourcefulness 
and inherent ability of the American manufacturer. 


At the time the European war 


began, in 1914, the United States was practically dependent upon the German coal- 
tar dyestuffs industry for a supply of colors and the materials from which to make 


them. 


Realizing the need of quick action to meet the situation, American manu- 


facturers responded promptly in the establishment of plants to make, from coal-tar 
by-products, the necessary intermediates, and established dyestuffs plants to make a 


complete line of colors. 


It is believed by those developing this important industry that it has now been 
placed upon a permanent basis, and that with adequate tariff protection, coupled with 
a preference by American consumers for American products, we will be forever freed 


from dependence upon a foreign supply. 


It is, however, essential to the very life of 


this industry that, above all, a protective tariff shall be enacted that will completely 
prevent any attempt to wreck what has been so splendidly accomplished. The coun- 
try owes a debt of gratitude to those fearless manufacturers who have risked vast 
sums to place this industry on a permanent basis, and they should receive every 


encouragement necessary to enable them to continue their business with profit. 


They 


should not be forced into destruction by foreign competition.—Editor Manufacturers

In writing on this subject it may be interesting to 
briefly sketch in the beginning a history of this industry 
The first Amer- 
ican aniline factories were established about 1875. By 
about 1SSO there were some 10 factories engaged in the 
manufacture of these products, and it looked as though 


from its first inception in this country. 


it would be a very successful industry, as tariff condi- 
tions at that time were favorable to such enterprise. 

Unfortunately, however, in 1885 a new tariff law was 
passed, reducing the tariff protection on colors to such 
an extent that the industry was no longer possible, and 
consequently most of the factories dropped out until at 
one time there were only three engaged in this manufac- 
ture, and these three were carried on more or less by 
the ambition of their owners that some day conditions 
would be changed rather than at a profit. One of the 
factories, particularly, lost a large amount of money up 
to the time it finally reached success, in about 1900. 


About 1898 another factory was established, and 
about 1914 still another was established, so that in 
1914, at the beginning of the present European war, 
there were five factories actively engaged in this indus- 
try. Owing, however, to the intense competition of the 
European manufacturers, especially the Germans, none 
of these factories were successful enough to make a 
complete line of colors, and were restricted to only a few 
of those which could be made to advantage in this 
country; therefore, the industry was not a large one, 
and was not running to any considerable extent. 

One reason why the industry could not operate suc- 
cessfully was the lack of what we call intermediate 
products; that is, products made from benzole and 
naphthalene (coal-tar derivatives), which are the bases 
of the manufacturing of practically all aniline colors, 
as none of these intermediate products were manufac- 
tured in this country up te 1914, when the war com- 
menced, with one exception, which I will mention later. 

The American manufacturers were therefore obliged 
to rely entirely upon European factories for their raw 
materials; in other words, the intermediate products, 
and naturally the European manufacturers charged 
them such a price that they could not successfully com- 
pete with the finished colors of Europe, which were 
made from the same intermediate products, but which 
were secured by the European manufacturers naturally 
at a lower price than they could be secured by the Amer- 
ican manufacturers who imported them. 

The single exception to this statement is that in 1910 
a faetory for the manufacture of one of the intermedi- 
ates, viz., aniline oil, was established, but had not at all 
been successful up to the time of the war, owing to 
European competition, the European manufacturers, by 
the way, having reduced their price immediately upon 
the establishment of this American factory. 

The situation was then, in 1914, when the war began, 
that no intermediate raw materials were manufactured 
here with the exception of this comparatively small 
amount of aniline oil, and then the supplies of these 


intermediate products from European factories, that is, 


German factories, were immediately cut off, just as were 


the supplies of the finished aniline colors, and the 
American manufacturers were not able to relieve the 
situation except to the extent of using up what raw 
materials they had on hand, which, of course, were not 
nearly enough to be of any perceptible help to the con- 
sumers of aniline dyes. 

The situation a few months after the war started, 
about January 1, 1915, had become very acute, as prac- 
tically all the stocks of imported colors which were here 
at the beginning of the war had been consumed, as had 
also the raw materials employed by the American fac- 
tories in their manufacture of colors, the one exception 
being a factory which had previously been securing its 
aniline oil from the American manufacturer and were 
enabled to continue this manufacture of colors without 
any particular interruption, except the interruption of 
the lack of foreign intermediates, of which, however, 
they fortunately had a large stock. 

I am not mentioning the names of any of these fac- 
tories in this article, as I wish to be absolutely imper- 
sonal, but there is no question but that the position of 
this factory just mentioned, with its supply of raw ma- 
terials, was a great relief to the consumers of dyes in 
this country, and it was very fortunate for them that a 
factory had been established for the manufacture of 
aniline oil, and that as 
colors they had taken the precaution to secure their 
supply from this American factory, even though they 
were obliged to pay a higher price than they could have 
imported the oil for at the time. They preferred, how- 
ever, to do this in order to encourage the American 
manufacturers of these intermediate products. 

Very soon after the war began, however, it became 
apparent that there would be a great necessity for the 
manufacture of these intermediate products in this ecoun- 
try, and as the basic material, that is, coal tar, is, of 
course, a large domestic product, it was then only neces- 
sary to recover its derivatives, such as benzole and 
naphthalene, and benzole particularly being needed for 
explosives and other war purposes, was the the first 
product which had the attention of the American pro- 
ducers. 

The production was increased gradually until it has 
reached at the present time something like 30,000,000 
gallons annually, as against about 3,000,000 gallons 
prior to the war, and the production of naphthalene has 
also increased largely owing to its demand for use as 
a raw material in the manufacture of these intermedi- 
ates, although not to such an extent as benzole. 

The manufacture of intermediates gradually increased 
to such an extent that there are now being manufac- 
tured a large variety, such as alpha-naphtylamine, beta- 
naphtol, benzaldehyde, chlor-benzole, 
dimethylaniline, di-nitro-benzole, di-nitro-phenol, nitro- 


American manufacturers of 


benzyl acetate, 
benzole, paranitrainiline, paraphenylene-diamine, tolui- 
dine and others too numerous to mention, so that Amer- 
ican manufacturers of colors are now able to get a fair 
supply of these intermediates and are enabled to make 


a more complete line of colors than was possible at the 
beginning of the war in 1914. 

As I have previously mentioned, the first large inter. 
mediate to be manufactured, however, was aniline ojj, 
the factory which originally manufactured it before the 
war immediately increasing its production, and many 
other concerns starting in later on, until it came to g 
point where the production was fully if not more than 
equal to the demand, and the fact is that 
making this product are in such a strong position that 
it is doubtful whether it will ever again be imported 


factories 


from Europe to advantage. 

Another intermediate, the manufacture of which was 
commenced largely, was chlor-benzole, which is used jp 
the manufacture of sulphur black, a very important 
color for cotton goods, and for which there is 
sale. The manufacture of this color, by the 
now so large that it is fully equal to the consumption, 


a large 


way, is 


and is again another product which will probably never 
be imported again to advantage. Other intermediates 
follow until at present we are able to obtain a suflicient 
variety to manufacture a line of colors which will prob- 
ably take care of the necessary shades, which includes 


blacks, blues, browns, reds, yellows, greens, orange, 
violet, the seven primary colors, from mixtures of which 
practically every shade can be obtained for all mate- 
rials such as wool, cotten and silk. 

It has been stated that American manufacturers were 
not on a firm basis in that they had followed the lines 
of least 


colors which were easiest to manufactuve, and that when 


resistance in making colors, that is, making 
the war was over and competition came again from 
Europe they would not be able to stand against the 
competition. This opinion is not true, in that while it 
is true that they did follow the lines of least resistance, 
it so happened that the colors manufactured were the 
ones most largely consumed, for instance, blacks. This 
is by far the color most largely consumed, being practi- 
cally half of the entire color consumption of the coun- 
try, and this was the first color to receive attention of 
the American manufacturers, it being obvious that a 
color which could be manufactured in large quantities 
would mean a less cost for overhead expenses. 

Therefore there is now an abundance of blacks made 
for all purposes, sufficient to take care of the whole 
consumption of the country; for instance, direct blacks 
for cotton, union, wool and silk, azo black or acid black 
for wool and silk, sulphur black for cotton (already 
mentioned). chrome blacks for wool and nigrosines for 
leather, inks, ete., so that this particular color is very 
well taken care of. 

Consumers can get the necessary quantity for con- 
sumption this year if they were careful to contract for 
same in time to allow the American manufacturers to 
arrange their facilities and buy the raw material neces- 
sary to take care of such contracts for 1917. 

The next color in importance which had their atten- 
tion was blue, this being next to black in the proportion 
of consumption. They are now producing blues for the 
same textiles, viz., wool, cotton and silk, to a very satis- 
Other colors followed in line with their 
that 


factory extent. 
importance, so now practically all shades are 
produced. 

To show the development of this business, would say, 
when we consider that there were only five factories 
making aniline dyes in the country prior to the fall of 
1914, when the war began, we now have a list of about 
120 making intermediates and anilines, and their whole 
production will take care of the entire country as far 
as the necessary colors are concerned. 

Special colors, although not now manufactured in this 
country, such as indigo, vat colors and some specialties 
for particular purposes are in prospect, and it is only @ 
question of a comparatively short time when I believe a 
complete line will be manufactured here. 

It being a fact that the American manufacturers are 
now able to produce all of the necessary colors needed, 
the question then is whether this will be a permanent 
industry or whether the conditions which prevailed be 
fore the present war will again be the same, in that the 
European manufacturers may be able to flood the coun- 
try with their colors at prices with which the American 
manufacturer cannot compete. It gives me much pleas- 
ure to be able to answer this question very definitely in 
the affirmative, viz., the dyestuffs industry in this coun- 
try is now on a permanent basis for the following 
reasons : 

First. 
benzol and naphthalene, has been increased to such aD 
extent that the quantities produced are now from ten to 


The production of coal-tar derivatives, like 
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twenty times more than before the war, and the manu- 
facturers of intermediates, depending on these products, 
will continue to be able to get a full supply at prices 
which will compare favorably to European prices on ac- 
count of the largely increased production, it being well 
known that the United States has practically inex- 
haustible supplies of coal which is the base product and 
from which will be derived the benzol and naphthalene 
and other products necessary for the manufacture of the 
intermediates and from them the manufacture of the 
fnished colors. 

Second.—The United States Government has finally 
discovered that in order to make this industry perma- 
nent it is necessary to give more adequate tariff protec- 
tion, therefore a tariff bill, known as H. R. 16763, was 
passed in 1916, giving a protection of 50 per cent. 
ad valorem and 5 cents per pound specific duty on fin- 
ished colors and 15 per cent. ad valorem and 244 cents 
per pound specific duty on intermediates, the addition to 
the old tariff being the 5 cents and 2% 


cents per pound 
specific duties just mentioned, and this additional pro- 
tection gives the American manufacturers a very much 
better opportunity to operate, although, even at that, a 
higher protection would be still more important if it 
could be obtained. The exception to the above protec- 
tion is that on indigo and what is known as indigoids 
and alizarine colors no specific duty was imposed, al- 
though they were given the 30 per cent. ad valorem 
duty as against the fact that they were free before this 
bill was passed. There is no specific reason why these 
colors should not also have this specific duty, and why 
they were excepted in the passing of this bill is a ques- 
tion for those who passed it to answer, and I believe 
that upon mature consideration this exception will be 
cancelled and all of the colors now manufactured in this 
country will have the same protection, which they cer- 
tainly should have. 

Third.—The 
colors have during the war been able to obtain, owing 


manufacturers of intermediates and 
to abnormal conditions, an abnormal rate of profit, and 
out of this abnormal profit they have been able to build 
and pay for their factories as well as accumulate a sur- 
plus profit which they can use for the farther increase 
of their present production and the working out of the 
special colors not now manufactured here. 
Fourth.—The American consumers have realized, due 
to the conditions prevailing since the war, the impor- 
having an aniline industry in this country 
which will in the future prevent any repetition of the 


tance of 


conditions which prevailed just after the war, when it 
was for some time impossible to seeure enough colors 
for the consumption of the country, as a consequence of 
which many consumers were obliged either to run their 
mills or factories only a part of the time, or, as in some 
cases, close down entirely. With this realization, there- 
fore, they will undoubtedly give the preference to Amer- 
ican-made products, which, in itself, would help in the 
competition against European manufacturers after the 
war. 

To sum up briefly the whole question of the develop- 
ment and permanency of the coal-tar dyestuff manufac- 
turing industry in the United States, it is apparent from 
the above that with factories capable of producing the 
colors necessary for consumption, an adequate tariff 
protection by the Government, a strong financial condi- 


‘tion established during the war, and the preference of 


American consumers for American products, we have 
certainly insured both the development and permanency 
of the American dyestuff industry.

like to contribute, either in charity or 
matter. For the first time in her history, perhaps, 
America is facing the possibility—but the ne- 
of having to go hungry.

Probably no fiction ever written could compete with 
the wonderful achievement of the farm had it not been 
for this limitation. Every machine designed for the farm 
had to be kept within the limits of animal capacity in 
both speed and endurance, no matter how much efli- 
ciency was sacrified thereby. Improvements in factory 
machines have been rated by their utility. The machine 
made for farm work had to be rated in terms of the 
power required to run it rather than by what it could 
do. Can the average farm team handle it? Must it, 
in order to be efficient, be speeded beyond the walking 
eapacity of the horse?

It has been proven by a series of careful tests that 
the average drawbar pull required to turn a 14-inch 
furrow seven inches deep ranges from 300 pounds for 
the lightest stubble to 700 and even 800 for tough 
grass sod. <A good horse can draw a continuous work- 
ing load around 10 per cent. of his own weight without 
injury, and the normal working load for the average 
farm team then is from 200 to 300 pounds. In other 
words, farm horses are not equal to the task of turning 
so wide and so deep a furrow. The driver must either 
reduce the amount of ground covered or decrease the 
depth of the furrow at the expense of thorough tillage. 
Reducing the depth to four or five inches puts the draft 
within the reasonable capacity of the horse, but the 
real seedbed prepared is reduced from 30 per cent. to 
60 per cent., and somebody has to go hungry on account 
of that.

Speaking in averages again, for every hour that the 
farm horse is at work he consumes nine hours in idle- 
ness, during which he must be cared for. To some ex- 
tent, this may be the result of mismanagement, but 
not entirely. Most of it is due to the fact that a part 
of the vitality we call life must be expended in living. 
There must always be a surplus of energy produced in 
the animal, just as surely as surplus thermal! energy 
must be produced in the gasoline and steam engine. 
During these hours of rest the farm teams must be cared 
for—fed in human energy. During the hours of work 
there marches behind this great equine phalanx an 
army of men almost as great as the united forces of 


the North and the South at the close-of the Civil War. 
Two-thirds of the lives of these men are spent between 
the plow handles, doing work that a machine could do 
fully as well and 20 times as fast. Is not this item of 
human energy—what we might call initiative, map. 
thought—allowed to wear itself out in purely mechap. 
ical sort, one of the most serious costs of all? 

No one appreciates so well as the farmer himself to 
what an extent the results of his work are at the merey 
of the elements with farm power lacking, or how much 
his success depends upon specific weather conditions. 
The ground for spring crops must often be prepared 
hurriedly in order to avoid the wasted work and un. 
favorable conditions of the rainy seasons.

The only 


muscle as the motive power is the keeping at the ex. 
pense of the human family an excessively large amount 
of horses for the hurry season, to be maintained in 
idleness later on. If he delays the planting for a 
more thorough tillage, he is likely to be still further 
delayed by bad weather and the final crop be reduced 
by the lateness of season—in other words, somebody 
goes hungry. If he begins before the ground is in the 
right condition, it means more work, more expense, lesa 
crops and—somebody goes hungry. “There is no 
question,” says a modern agricultural writer, “but that 
the crops of many farms might be doubled if a proper 
seed bed were prepared and proper cultivation given at 
the right time; but on account of adverse weather or a 
large acreage, the work is hurriedly done and only a 
half-crop realized. One of the advantages of the small 
farm is that it is possible to do things in the proper 
way and at the right time for growing the maximum 
crop.” 

Profitable farming has become a power and imple- 
ment problem, for power combines the timely and in- 
tensive culture of the small farm with the more econom- 
ical management of the large one. In actual experi- 
ments Government experts have proved that out of a 
gain of 200 per cent. in productiveness made by the use 
of better farm methods, 100 per cent. of it was due to 
better plowing and harrowing, 50 per cent. to better 
cultivation and the rest to better seed. Sixty per cent. 
of the power used in the production of wheat is ex- 
pended upon the plow, the shallow kind of plowing, that 
is so wasteful of farming opportunity, but the only 
kind for which until recently the farm has had pro- 
vision. 

These are some of the farm power problems that the 
farmers of the South are facing today, in the beginning 
of this great national crisis; the same that the West 
has already faced and is still facing, although some of 
them the Western farmer has met and solved with the 
new farm power, the gasoline engine and the tractor 
plow. In Kansas alone the year 1916 showed nearly 
4000 tractors in operation. While even this number is 
only one to about fifty farms, it is an increase of 60 
per cent. over the year before, a tractor growth that is 
at once inspiring and gratifying—this, too, in addition 
to the thousands of stationary gasoline engines found 
in the State. 

Most of the States of the South require a different 
kind of tractor because most of the farms are less in 
size, although the average farm in Texas is among the 
greatest of all. But there are tractors built for almost 
every condition and purpose; tractors of light weight 
and with unusual area of wheel surface; tractors for 
short turning, for almost kind of 
In the midst of this new demand upon the 


every conceivable 
service. 
American farmer he has little time for the old-time farm 
drudgery of brute force. Facing these tremendous re- 
sponsibilities of feeding 100,000,000 
under conditions both strenuous and discouraging, re 
fused the aid of the efficient man help that he needs in 
the present shortage of labor, he must meet the condi-

tions with machinery and deliver his answer through 
its wheels and levers. Hand labor was long ago dis- 
carded in the factory ; it was too expensive and not eff- 
cient enough. It has been equally expensive on the 
farm, too, and only half efficient; the farm can n0 
longer afford it; the country cannot afford it—not now. 
Until the tractor put the controlling reins of 25 to 50 
horses into a single pair of human hands it looked as 
though the time might easily come when the humap 
element would no longer be self-feeding. But the prob- 
lem has proved fairly simple, now that we have seep 
the folly of exhausting human intelligence upon purely 
manual work that a machine could do so much better 
and faster. 

Mechanical power has uot by any means displaced 
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the horse or animal energy in farm work. Probably it 
never will. But it has come into a field where animal 
energy is no longer enough—where it was never enough, 
in fact. It has simplified the problem of world feeding 
at a time when that problem was fast beginning to seem 
unsolvable. Now, in this supreme crisis of our coun- 
try’s greatest need, it is prepared to furnish the motive 
force for these vast food factories of the South and 
West—the farms—on a scale that need leave nobody 
really hungry, whatever happens. 





GREATER KNOXVILLE FULL OF LIFE. 


New Buildings, Street Improvements and In- 
dustrial Extension Announced With Exten- 
sion of City’s Limits. 


Knoxville, Tenn., April 9—[Special.]—By a recent 
act of the Legislature, Knoxville extended its boundaries 
on April 6 to include four corporations which adjoined 
the old limits and were really a part of the old city, and 
also to include immediately adjoining thickly inhabited 
but unorganized territory. 

The next census will correctly show Knoxville to be 
the third city in the State, exceeded in population only 
by Memphis and Nashville. In the last census Knox 
county, in which Knoxville is located, was shown to be 
the third eounty in population in the State, and it was 
only because Knoxville had not annexed any territory 
in 15 years that it was rated so low in population. 

Computing the population at 234 persons for each 
name in the City Directory, Knoxville now has 86,000 
inside its city limits, and 91,000 including immediately 
adjoining suburbs. 

Partly as a result of the extension of its boundaries, 
and partly as a result of the natural and rapid develop- 
ment of the city and the Knoxville district, the latter 
being the territory withon 100 miles of the city, public 
improvements, building operations, good-road construc- 
tion, mining and quarrying extensions, involving several 
millions of dollars, have been announced. 

One of the first announcements of importance came 
from Nashville, to the effect that the Legislature had 
appropriated $1,000,000 to the University of Tennessee, 
located here, the larger part of this to be spent on new 
buildings, equipment and general extension work. At 
the same time a bill was passed assuring a substantial 
sustaining annual appropriation for the university. 
These appropriations were influenced, it is believed, by 
the fact that Knox county had presented the University 
of Tennessee with an.experimental farm tract, which 
with little expenditure should be worth $500,000. 

Next in importance was the announcement that local 
capitalists—A. F. Sanford, H. W. Sanford, W. C. Ross, 
B. A. Morton and J. J. Ashe—had financed a $625,000 
plan to erect a modern nine-story fireproof 200-room 
hotel, to be erected on the site of the old Hotel Imperial, 
destroyed by fire one year ago. Drilling is now being 
done to locate the structure’s foundation. 

C. B. Atkin, who recently bought the Knoxville Bank 
& Trust Co. 10-story building from the receiver, an- 
nounces that he will add a duplicate of this building as 
soon as the leases of present buildings on lots on which 
the new addition is to be built will expire. These and 
adjoining lots were recently bought by him for $90,000. 

In order to give the incoming additions to the city 
proper recognition, the Legislature has voted $800,000 
bonds for streets, sewers, etc. The $70,000 paid by the 
city to the county for schoolhouses acquired by annex- 
ation will be spent largely by the county for new school 
buildings. 

City and county authorities are agreed, informally, to 
extensions of the county courthouse to become a city 
and county administration building. 

The issuance of $250,000 bonds for a new high school 
and $125,000 for a public auditorium will be put to a 
vote of the people of “Greater Knoxville.” 

A recent whirlwind campaign resulted in securing 
$125,000 for a Young Women’s Christian Association. 
The lot has been bought, and construction will be begun 
at an early date. 

Decision has just been reached to build the $25,000 
Railroad Y. M. C. A. on the site of the old one. 

The first Baptist Church has just sold its property in 
the business district, has optioned a more desirable lot 
and will probably spend $125,000 on a new edifice. 

The State Legislature has voted $10,000 for a division

An addi- 
tional transfer of 250 acres, said to be for this com- 
pany, if so, gives this company nearly 1400 acres in its 
smelter tract. At the dam and smelter this company is 
employing 2500 men. 

Despite restricted building of large office, public and 
apartment buildings, because of the high price of struc 
tural steel, the 40 marble quarries within 10 miles of 
the city are busy, as are likewise the 10 marble mills of 
this section. 

This is by far the largest coal market in the South, 
more than 30 of the Tennessee and Kentucky field hay- 
ing offices here, with the headquarters of the Southern 
Appalachian Coal Operators’ Association. 

Going into the new contracting season with plentiul 
business at record-breaking prices, operators have been 
simply flooded with business at further advanced prices 
since Congress met to act on the declaration of war. 

Owing to many special acts enabling the issuing of 
certain road bonds, more than $2,000,000 may become 
available for good roads in counties within 100 miles of 
Knoxville. 
ings of county courts have authorized bonds as follows: 
Washington county $750,000, which will completely mac- 
adamize the Memphis to Bristol highway, also give two 
macadamized roads from Johnson City to Bristol ; $510,- 
000 in Green county; $200,000 in Johnson county;

Funds are all 
available for the complete macadamizing of the Old 
Hickory Highway between Knoxville and Bristol, some- 
what paralleling the Memphis to Bristol highway, but 
being much more direct and not passing over a moun- 
tain or river that is not bridged. If people from the 
East coming South knew of the good roads in East Ten- 
nessee, they would not branch off at Roanoke and go 
south over roads that are rough riding. The Dixie 
Highway is completely macadamized from here to Chat- 
tanooga, and beyond to Florida is easy sailing. 

The Cherokee Spinning Mill Co. has broken dirt for 
its new plant, one of the many new textile mills for 
which this city and section are becoming headquarters. 
Outside of this city, the latest mill proposition is that 
of the Burley Association of Greeneville, the financing 
of which has just been perfected. 

The Babcock Lumber Co., which has its offices here, 
controlling the large boundary and mill at Tellico 
Plains, operating there as the Tellico Plains Lumber 
Co., is building a large mill and a small town around it 
about 13 miles south of here, their site adjoining that 
of the Aluminum Company of America. 

Companies in all lines of industrial, commercial and 
financial activity seem to be prospering and planning 
or already executing substantial development. ‘ 

The extension of the city limits so that they correctly 
represent the compact population, with the announce- 
ment of so many plans or substantial expenditures, has 
given new impetus to the life of the whole population. 





Drilling for Oil in Jackson County, Mississippi. 


Laine (Kreole P. O.), Miss., April 4—[Special].— 
The Atlas Oil Co. have just commenced drilling for 
oil in Section 15, Township 7 South, Range 5 West, at 
Bluff Creek, about 10 miles northwest of this vicinity, 
in Jackson County, Miss.

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Self-Government Strongly Featured 
in Student Life of Texas University 


GOOD,TRAINING IN CITIZENSHIP PRACTICAL RESULT OF PLAN—OVER 42 
PER CENT. OF STUDENTS ARE SELF-SUPPORTING IN WHOLE OR PART— 
BROAD CONCEPT OF WHAT UNIVERSITY EDUCATION SHOULD MEAN.

{In a recent issue of the Manufacturers Record editorial commendation was made 
of the annual report of President Edward K. Graham of the University of North Caro- 


lina. 


So illuminating and inspiring is the record of activities by the University of North 


Carolina that this editorial, headed “A Beacon Light for All the World in Spirit of 


Southern College,” 


was mailed to the president of every university in the South. 


Accompanying it was a letter asking for a report, which would show the activities of all 
Southern universities, along the lines commended, particularly with reference to self- 


government, extension work and religious activities. 


Information as to the representa- 


tive character of the student body was also requested, and particularly it was desired 
to bring out the spirit animating the institutions, the conception of the object and pur- 
pose of education, and inquiry was also made as to the financial support given to the 


university. 


The first response to this request comes from the University of Texas, President 
Vinson’s article being given herewith.—Editor Manufacturers Record. | 


Relative to many colleges and universities in the 
South, the University of Texas is quite young, having 
been opened in 1883. Plans for it, however, began to be 
made during the days of the Republic of Texas, when, 
in 1839, the Congress set aside 50 leagues of land for 
the support of a university. 

The departments, or colleges, making up the univer- 
sity are six in number. Of these, five, the college of 
arts, the departments of education, engineering and law, 
and the graduate department, are located at Austin, 
aud constitute what is known as the main university 
The medical department is at Galveston. Concerning 
the last named, Dr. Abraham Flexner, in his report of 
the investigation a few years ago of the medical schools 
of the country, said: 

“Fortunately, a few schools can be named in different 
sections of the country which are doing work well. The 
Johns Hopkins at Baltimore, the University of Penn- 
sylvania at Philadelphia, Western Reserve at Cleveland, 
the University of Michigan at Ann Arbor and the Uni- 
versity of Texas at Galveston, all appreciate what good 
medical teaching requires, and go far to provide it in 
all its essential features.” 

The college of arts includes some schools offering 
work of the more practical type, such as business ad- 
ministration, home economics, journalism, ete. 

The students of the University of Texas have prob- 
ably made more progress in self-government than any 
other student body in America. There has been some 
form of student self-government from the beginning. 
At present their government is in three branches, the 
executive, legislative and judicial. The first named con- 
sists: of a president, a vice-president and a secretary. 
The legislative division is known as the students’ assem- 
bly, and deals with “matters of general student inter- 
est.” For example, it has passed laws restricting the 
number and character of social functions to be given 
by university organizations. The assembly also has 
supervision of student publications, the more immediate 
control being in the hands of a student-faculty board 
on a strictly business basis. H[ditorships are secured on 
merit by competition. The third branch of the govern- 
ment is called the students’ council. It not only ad- 
ministers the honor system, but deals with such mis- 
conduct on the part of students as the theft of books, 
the repeated giving of bad checks, ete. There are really 
two councils, one dealing with male and the other with 
female offenders. All convictions, to become effective, 
must have the approval of the president of the univer- 
sity, and bills passed by the assembly become operative 
unless vetoed by him. All positions are elective, and 
the Australian ballot system is in use.

and comfortable on thé campus, has been assigned to 
the students’ association, and here its work is done, the 
president and secretary keeping regular office hours. 

The faculty have found the students, as a rule, re- 
sponsive and dependable, and are, with few exceptions, 
hearty supporters of student self-government. Further- 
more, it is believed that good training in citizenship is 
being received. 

The student body is representative of the citizenship 
of the State. Texas is primarily an agricultural State, 


and there registered last session 501 sons and daughters 
of farmers and ranchmen; 231 students came from the 
homes of merchants, 192 lawyers, 104 doctors, 85 teach- 
ers, 72 bankers, 37 ministers, ete. 

More than 42 per cent. of all our students support 
themselves entirely or in part. They may be found 
doing almost every conceivable kind of work to make 
ends meet. 

Practically every religious faith found in the State 
has followers in the university. The Methodists lead 
with 755, followed by the Baptists with 426, Presby- 
terians 365, Episcopalians 240, Christians 203, Cath- 
olics 91, Jews 66, Lutherans 43, ete. In addition to the 
usual kinds of local religious work done by students, 
the Methodist contingent supports a missionary in 
Brazil, and he is an alumnus of this institution. 

But the activities of the university are not confined 
to the campus. Summing up educational progress dur- 
ing the last 15 years, Chancellor Brown of New York 
University, at the 1915 meeting of the N. E. A., placed 
first in his list “a conception of universal educatien.” 
Said he: 

“In the nineteenth century universal education was 
generally understood to mean the education of all the 
children of all the people in the rudiments of scholastic 
learning. Now it is fast coming to mean the education 
of all the people, of all ages and conditions, not merely 
in those rudiments, but in preparation for all of their 
needs to which education may be made to minister.” 

With some such vision as this, and with the desire to 
share in its realization, the university has undertaken 
several lines of extra-mural activity. 

The department of extension, organized in 1909, is in 
five divisions: Correspondence instruction, public lee 
tures, home welfare, school interests, and information. 
Through these channels thousands of citizens unable to 
come to Asutin have received benefits from the uni- 
versity. 

Two other university agencies for rendering service 
to the people of the State should be mentioned. The 
bureau of economic geology and technology is aiding in 
the development of the natural resources of Texas, 
especially its mineral wealth, and the department of 
school visitation has for many years been a potent factor 
in the upbuilding of the high schools of Texas. 

During the last few years the University of Texas 
For the fiscal year 1911-1912, only 
five years ago, the legislative appropriation for the 
university amounted to not quite $271,000. For the 
current year the Legislature has appropriated, in round 
numbers, $711,000.

One of the chief agencies for 
supplying this information was the Hogg Organization, 
formed by Mr. Will C. Hogg of Houston, a son of 
former Governor Hogg, and an alumnus of the uni- 
versity. It was financed by certain generous friends of 
higher education in the State, and was in operation 


from 1911 to 1916. The newspapers of the State also 
aided greatly. 

Of course, the tasks of the present and of the future 
are numerous in number and vast in scope. But it is 
believed that the people will in due time respond ade 
quately. They believe, with Sam Houston, that “the 
benefits of education and of useful knowledge, generally 
diffused through a community, are essential to the 
preservation of a free government.” 


NEW CONCRETE SHIP WAYS AT FORE 
RIVER, MASS. 


Permanency of Construction Shown in Facili- 
ties for Handling Latest Type of Battle 
Cruisers. 


An item of interest to those working for a greater 
expansion of ship-building along modern lines in the 
South is contained in the statement of the Fore River 
Shipbuilding Corporation of Massachusetts, that con- 
tract had just been awarded for the construction of an 
entirely new set of ways to handle one of the great 
battle cruisers which this company will build. Over 
$500,000 will be spent for these ways and their equip- 
ment, which indicates the standard and permanency 
adopted by Northern shipyards in expanding their 
facilities. 

The new ways will be as large as any in the world, 
if not larger. They will be 990 feet long, and will be 
fitted with electric cranes and overhead steel work 
embodying the most modern ideas for building vessels 
of all types. Even when one of the battle cruisers, 
which are the largest in the world, is lying on this 
set of ways, there will be 125 feet to spare in length, 
which may be taken to mean that the yard is preparing 
for a future growth in warships. 

The heavy foundations, supporting crib for keel, 
blocks and launching ways, are all to be of concrete. 
Over 12,000 eubie yards of concrete and 3000 wooden 
piles will be required, and approximately 3000 tons of 
structural steel will be used in erecting the crane 
ways. These will be S70 feet long and will carry one 
50-ton and three 7%-ton cranes, all of 120 feet span. 
The larger crane will run 121 feet above mean low 
water. 

The contract for the new ways was awarded to the 
Aberthaw Construction Co. of Boston, which is plan- 
ning to have them ready for laying the keel of the 
battle cruiser by September 1.

The citizens of Tulsa have subscribed for schools, 
churches, hospitals, Y. W. C. A. and institutions other 
than industrial, $1,329,000 since the first of June, 
1916. 

The directors of the Chamber of Commerce have 
recently elected R. M. McFarlin as president of that 
organization. Mr. McFarlin is investing more than 
$2,000,000 in city real estate and substantial improve- 
ments. The membership of the Chamber of Commerce 
is growing without a membership campaign in a most 
Satisfactory manner and Tulsa is becoming one of the 
best known cities of 60,000 population in the country. 

Tulsa has developed into the oil metropolis of the 
world, there being 480 oil companies with offices and 
telephones in this city. The present prosperity of 


lulsa and the Mid-Continent oil field, of which Tulsa 
ix the center, is largely due to the fact that crude oil 
is now selling at a minimum of $1.70 per barrel, a 
record price for the Mid-Continent field, and the in 
creased consumption of oil and its products assures 
a continuation of the present era of prosperity.

Interesting Illustration of Comforts and Con- 
veniences Possible in Even a Community 
With 1000 Population. 


Wadley, Ga., March 28—[Special.]—The results that 
may be obtained from a properly designed electric-light 
plant for a small town are illustrated by the installa- 
tion at Wadley, Ga., a town of about 1000 population. 
Prior to the installation of the electric plant the town 
had in service some seven or eight gasoline street arcs, 
which cost in the neighborhood of $800 per annum to 
operate, and which gave very unsatisfactory service. 

The citizens of Wadley wanted 24-hour service, and 
they finally decided to install a direct-current plant with 
storage-battery auxiliary for providing day service. 

A one-story brick building with galvanized-iron roof, 
supported on steel trusses, was built to house the plant. 
As a matter of municipal economy a jail was also pro- 
vided in connection with the building, the entire struc- 
ture being practically fireproof. 

The plant consists of a 12x16-inch Muncie crude-oil 
engine of the electric type, belt-connected to a 17%- 
kilowatt 125-volt Crocker-Wheeler direct-current gen- 
erator. The battery consists of 60 cells of “Hyray- 
Exide” type EEG-15.

These two sets are charged in parallel 
through suitable resistances from a 120-volt bus. Six 
different rates of charge can be obtained by varying the 
amount of resistance in series with the two battery 
groups, thus enabling the operator to increase or de- 
crease the load on the generator due to battery charging 
and to maintaining practically full load on the generator 
at all times when the generator is running. 

The outside distribution consists of a pair of commer- 
cial mains for feeding all custémers’ premises, one side 
of these mains being used as a common wire for both 
commercial circuit and street-lighting circuits. The

he starts the plant. Not being entirely dependent on 
his salary for running the plant, the engineer is paid 
only $35 per month. 

No regulation is provided in connection with the bat 
tery on discharge. The voltage is a little excessive when 
the battery is first thrown on after being on charge for 
a few hours, but it soon reduces to the proper value and 
the extreme simplicity of the plant is maintained, 

All commercial service is metered. The meters are 
either sold to the consumers or rented, the rental charge 
being 15 cents per month net. A flat rate of 15 cents 
per kilowatt horse-power with a minimum charge of 
$1.50 per month is made, and the plant has about 100 
customers, 

Since the plant was put in operation over 25 electric 
irons and approximately 50 fans have been sold. Each 
of the two drug stores has an automatic electric carbo 
nator, and one store also has an electric piano. A 
motion-picture show was opened about six months after 
the plant was installed, 

Obviously these current-consuming devices would not 
have been installed if the plant had not been able to 


furnish day service. The day load is constantly grow 


ing, the plant having carried a load of as much as 25 
to 30 amperes at 2.50 in the afternoon, and at the pres 
ent rate of increase the day load will soon be built up 
to a point where it will pay to operate the generating 
equipment for several hours each afternoon

Up until February, 1916, the engine was operated on 


kerosene. During the month of February, 1916, there 
was installed a tank of sufficient capacity to hold an 
entire carload of crude oil and the engine began run 


ning on crude oil during that month. The figures clearly 
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show the saving effected by changing from kerosene to 
crude oil. 

The plant cost the city of Wadley, complete, including 
building, approximately $8500. Practically all of this 
amount was covered by a bond issue, the bonds bearing 
interest at 5% per cent. per annum. Interest on the 
bonds, therefore, amounts to approximately $467.50 per 
year. Maintenance and depreciation, figured at 10 per 
cent., would amount to $850 per year. The fixed charges 
will therefore amount to $109.60 per month, and it will 
be noted from the above table that the plant began 
earning enough to cover all fixed charges and show a 
profit after the third month of operation. 

The entire plant, including transmission lines, was 
designed, sold and installed by W. H. Singleton of 
Macon, Ga., who has been highly commended by the 
city officials of Wadley since the plant was completed 
and put in operation.

New Orleans, La., April 11—[Special.]—The cut- 
over land conference is holding its three-day meeting 
in New Orleans this week.

The Bureau of Plant Industry 
has furnished maps outlining in a graphie way land in 
crops, improved land and land in farms, the extent to 
which cattle, swine, sheep, ete., are produced throughout 
the country. The Bureau of Soils has furnished maps 
illustrating in a graphic way the variety of soils in the 
Coastal Plain area. A model farm, model barns, farm- 
implement sheds, silos, ete., will be exhibited. 

This important conference is being held under the 
auspices of the Southern Pine Association, the Southern 
Settlement and Development Organization and the Asso- 
ciation of Commerce of New Orleans, and officials of 
these bodies have co-operated in developing a program 
that in its scope would cover the work necessary to 
bring these lands under cultivation, the possibilities they 
offer for development and a discussion of all the varying 
phases of the problem, so that out of this meeting would 
come a permanent organization equipped to develop the 
South's cut-over timber lands in a way to bring the full-

Preparedness Census of Technical Men. 


At the request of the Council of National Defense, the 
Bureau of Mines, Department of the Interior, has under- 
taken a.census of mining engineers, metallurgists and 
chemists, with the view to ascertaining the qualifica- 
tions of each and the line of work in which each could 
be of most service to the counfry in time of emergency. 
This work is being conducted in co-operation with the 
American Institute of Mining Engineers and the Amer- 
ican Chemical Society. Circular-letters are being sent 
to about 10,000 chemists who are members of the 
American Chemical Society and 5000 to mining engi- 
neers and metallurgists who are members of the Amer- 
ican Institute of Mining Engineers. 

While there are a large number of mining engineers 
ind chemists who are not members of either of these 
sietios, an effort will be made to obtain as complete a 
list of these as possible. This will be done by circu- 
larizing 4500 metal-mine operators and 4000 coal-mine 
operators, asking that they furnish the names of mining 
engineers, Chemists and metallurgists in their employ. 
These names will be checked against the list of the two 
societies named, and those whose names do not appear 
as members of the societies will be sent a special letter 
asking that they furnish the bureau with a record of 
their experience. 

The results to be obtained by this census may be 
briefly stated as follows: It will make available for 
use a classified list of chemists, mining engineers and 
metallurgists. The classification will embrace 27 spe- 
cifie groups of industrial chemists, as explosives, sani- 
tation, foods, dyestuffs, coal, petroleum, fats and soap, 
sugar, ete. The mining engineers will be divided into 16 
groups of engineering work, as, for example, engineers 
familiar with machinery construction, building construc- 
tion, dredging, drainage and pumping, underground 
mining, shaft sinking under compressed air, ete. The 
classification of metallurgists will embrace 15 groups, as, 
for example, alloys, chromium and manganese, copper, 
lead, iron and steel, zine, ete. 

By such a minute classification the bureau will be in a 
position to furnish on a short notice the names of spe- 
cialists, as, for example, alloy metallurgists, food chem- 
ists, coal or iron mining engineers, or specialists in any 
branch of the mineral industry, so that in case of neces- 
sity these technical men could be placed in industrial 
plants where they would be of most assistance to the 
country. Experience in foreign countries has shown 
that the technical men were able to render vastly greater 
assistance by being placed in the factories than in the 
regular army. 

In addition to the technical classification, there will 
also be a classification of engineers, metallurgists and 
chemists, according to their experience in foreign coun- 
tries and languages with which they are familiar. 

It is hoped that as a patriotic duty each engineer, 
metallurgist and chemist receiving these cards will fur- 
nish the information promptly. in order that the bureau 
may complete its work with the least possible delay. 
Complying with these requests in no way obligates the 
person who signs it, but has the advantage that in case 
of need he can be placed where his efforts will yield the 
best results. Chemists, engineers and metallurgists are 
indispensable in any present-day warfare, and their 
services must*be conserved to the best interests of the 
nation. 

Cards calling for specific qualifications of technical 
men are being mailed to all those whose names are 
available to the bureau, and anyone who does not re- 
ceive a card may obtain one by addressing a letter to 
the Director of the Bureau of Mines, Washington, D,. C. 


To Build $100,000 Exhibit Hall for Southern 
Textile Exposition. 


Plans are going ahead rapidly for the big exhibition 
of cotton-mill machinery and supplies that will be held 
in Greenville. S. C., this fall, under the auspices of the 
Southern Textile Exposition. A large exposition hall 
and auditorium, designed by J. E. Sirrine, architect and 
textile mill engineer of Greenville, will be erected to 
house the exhibition this year. Bids for the construc- 
tion of this building are to be submitted April 16. The 
building will be erected directly opposite the Piedmont 
& Northern passenger station. It will have a frontage 
of 100 feet on Washington street, will run back to a 
depth of 204 feet, and will be three stories in height. A 
large auditorium with a seating capacity of 3000 will 
be located on the second floor. All necessary restrooms, 
executive offices, etc., will be provided. The building 
will be of mill construction, and the total cost will be 
about $100,000. 

The first Southern Textile Exposition was held in 
Greenville in November, 1915. It was a marked suc- 
cess, far exceeding the anticipations of the Southern 
Textile Association, which fathered it. During the 
week it was in progress over 40,000 visitors attended 
the exposition, and nearly all the leading manufacturers 
of textile-mill machinery and supplies were represented 
by appropriate exhibits. This initial exhibition proved 
so successful in attracting mill executives, superintend- 
ents, foremen and principal workers, and gave them 
such a splendid opportunity to see at first hand the im 
provements and latest ideas in textile-mill machinery 
and equipment, that it was decided to hold a meeting 
every other year at Greenville. 

The first exposition was held in warehouses, arranged 
as conveniently as possible to house the exhibits. It 
was realized that these did not give opportunity to dis 
play the exhibits to fullest advantage, and after the 
last exhibit the exposition company decided to build, if 
possible, an adequate exposition building. Plans were 
immediately set on foot, and ready responses were re- 
ceived in the way of subscriptions from those interested 
in the success of this project. The result will be a 
building fitted in every way to the demands of such a 
big exhibition. 

Already there are indications that the Southern Tex- 
tile Exposition this fall will exceed by far the previous 
one, and with a splendid building especially arranged 
for the purpose, coupled with the increasing prosperity 
and greater activities in textile manufacture throughout 
the South, there is every reason to expect that the expo- 
sition this year will constitute the largest and most 
comprehensive display of textile machinery. equipment 
and supplies ever shown in the South.

Leaching Process for Deresination of Yellow 
Pine. 


A new method for the deresination of yellow pine, 
through a leaching process, and the manufacture of 
pulp from the deresinated wood, is covered in a patent 
obtained by Harvey C. Alford of Mobile, Ala., who, in 
eonjunction with Benjamin Thurley and Joseph M. 
Walsh, also of Mobile, is endeavoring to arrange with 
parties interested in trades related to naval stores for 
building the initial plant. 

Under this process it is claimed the resin will be ob- 
tained from the yellow pine in a way that the wood left 
will be in proper shape for wood -pulp manufacture. 
The promoters plan to utilize fat pine stumps in the 
South, which they state will yield from five to eight 
cords per acre, and it is further claimed that by this 
process 1200 pounds of resin will be obtained from one 
cord of wood, with the deresinated wood left in proper 
condition for the manufacture of wood pulp

mats, mattresses, towel-racks, boxes, rakes 
fivtraps and many other things, all of 
ready sale. The girls lend a hand in the garden and do 
all sorts of work in the way of sewing, washing and 


ironing, cooking, basketry and other things. There is a 
real kitchen, with the sort of range used in a hotel, and 
not the little individual stoves ordinarily seen in 
schools. 

This is now made the negro high school for Wake 
county, which has 2000 pupils of that race in its 40 
publie schools in the country districts, excluding Ra 
leigh, and it will provide for all pupils above the seventh 
grade. It is purely rural, and is designed to teach the 
children not only how to work, but to make their living 
by working, and in no other way. It will do a novel 
thing, in that it will give certificates to those who go 
through the high-school course with credit as cooks 
wood workers, gardeners and 


laundresses, carpenters, 


farmers. It will have dormitories to provide for the 
boarding students, all of whom will work their way 
through. 

Wake county originated what has come to be known 
as the “school farm,” and there are now 24 of these 
farms at the pural public schools. Usually they em 
brace from two to five acres, and generally the crops 
grown are cotton, tobacco or peas, because the farms 
are purely commercial, some of them having been in 
operation over 10 years, The children get good yields 
on these schools farms From one of them fobacco 
which brought over $150 net was marketed, and it is 
not uncommon to get a bale and a half of cotton on a 
school acre. 

The negro community of Method is very proud of the 
fact that it has no loafers, and that every child is in 
school. Quite near is Oberlin, another entirely colored 
settlement, which is in the Raleigh zone, however, and 
which also has a new school building and a fine com 
munity reputation. The Berry O'Kelly School needs 
$450 for electric-light equipment and $S00 for equip 
ment of its farm life section. It is no wonder that 
white people show so much interest in a school which is 
designed to provide real cooks, laundresses, seamstresses, 
carpenters and workers in other lines, and which will 
stand for nothing except good work.

Navy Department Places Contract for 300,000 
Tons of Bars, Plates and Shapes at Low 
Price — United States Steel Corporation 
Makes Heavy Cut in Prices for Government.

Accord- 
ing to Government estimate, this will be a saving of 
18,000,000 on the steel to be purchased by the Govern- 
ment, indicating that the Navy Department will soon 
place orders for between 375,000 and 400,000 tons of 
ship steel. In paying $2.90 per 100 pounds the Govern- 
ment will save $2.41 per 100 pounds, or $48.20 per net 
fon. as compared with present regular prices for plates 
of 5 cents a pound by the United States Steel Corpora- 
tion and 5.62 cents per 100 pounds by the independents. 

It was also definitely announced that the Navy De- 
partment had placed a contract for 300,000 tons of bars, 
plates and shapes to be shipped this year. The plates, 
amounting to seven-eighths of the entire tonnage bought, 
will be furnished at 2.90 cents, and the bars and shapes 
at 2% cents per pound, both f. o. b. mill Pittsburgh base. 

The United States Government is determined that no 
premiums will be paid on any war material purchased 
from any manufacturer. It is understood, however, 
that the price at which steel will be furnished to it will 
not prevail on steel products sold to the governments 
of the Entente Allies. It is rumored, however, that 
some coneessions will be granted to the allies of the 
United States.

War Declaration Excites Steel Market. 


New York, April 9—[Special.]—When the news elec- 
trified the world last week that the Senate and then the 
House of Representatives, in Congress assembled, had, 
with the exception of a handful of pacifists, declared 
“that a state of war exists between the Government of 
the United States and the Imperial Government of Ger- 
many” the steel market developed signs of activity here- 
tofore unknown in the history of the steel industry. 
Ibomestie buyers, who had not fully covered their fu- 
ture requirements, entered the market with a rush for 
all sorts of steel products. While a good many orders 
were eccepted at “convenience of mill,” scarcely any 
delivery promises were made, on account of rearrange- 
ments necessitated by war. 

In an interview with a prominent authority on steel 
market conditions it was said “that indications are that 
American steel mills in the near future will be engaged 
in the manufacture of millions of tons of various prod- 
ucts required to equip and to facilitate movements of 
armies and navies in Europe, as well as in the United 
States.” 

“Steel companies now anticipate that the American 


Government requirements will be mutch higher than was 
originally estimated?’ said the authority. “If an alli- 
ance is made with the Entente governments this country 
will be called upon to supply steel for war munitions 
to be manufactured abroad without reserve.” 

Regarding the important matter relative to the steel 
capacity which will be diverted by the entry of the 
United States into the great world war, it is interesting 
to note that America is now producing steel at a 
slightly greater rate than was represented by the aggre- 
gate capacity of all the other belligerent nations, on 
both sides, at the time the war started. So much of the 
present output as is required for our prosecution of the 
war is in process of being diverted, and in a short time 
there will be an additional diversion for the aid of “The 
Grand Alliance,” as the nations now fighting Germany 
are called. The extent of either of these diversions can 
be even roughly approximated at this time, but it is 
clear that only a modest percentage represents a very 
large tonnage, even as war tonnages go. 

The present naval program is a mere bagatelle, and 
cannot absorb much more than 1 per cent. of the pro- 
duction. Steel that may be required to refurnish our 
railroads and to carry out war plans now under advise- 
ment, perhaps well formulated, will run into a large 
tonnage. It may not be long until shell factories lately 
closed are running again to furnish additional ammuni- 
tion for the present battle lines, and that would absorb 
a large additional tonnage, but it is improbable that at 
any time useful employment in connection with the war 
can be found for as much as 20 per cent. of the stream 
of steel now passing to ordinary domestic consumers. 

The steel market became disarranged last week, in 
that deliveries became much more uncertain. This de- 
rangement promises to be serious, but against the 
diversion of steel must be set that of some consuming 
capacity as the country engages in war. There will be 
some curtailment in ordinary consumption as the work 
of war progresses, for already everyone is busy and 
cannot be much busier. It is chiefly a rearrangement 
of activity. The ultimate consumer himself will feel 
the scarcity of steel and of steel products.

The unfinished market, as a whole, is advancing. 
The line between the mills that hold single base prices 
and those that charge premiums for delivery is growing 
less and less distinct. At the present time several mills 
which in the past sold only at base rates are now fre- 
quently asking premium prices for such deliveries as 
they can make, and the time is still getting further 
ahead for which one can buy at a base price. For 
moderate early deliveries bars at about 3% cents and 
structural shapes at 3% to 4 cents. On plates there is, 
as formerly, a very wide range of prices. The 4%4-cent 
quotation involves deliveries very far ahead, indeed, 
and just how far is a question, because the mills naming 
this price are in no position to state even approximately 
when they will be able to ship. In general, it appears 
that plates are bringing 6 cents and higher for delivery. 

Steel manufacturers realize, perhaps better than the 
average public, that the war that the United States has 
just entered is and will be a very serious affair. From 
past performances Germany has shown herself to be a 
power to be reckoned with. The manufacturers are, 
therefore, anxious to do everything possible to aid the 
country, and will strive to maintain production and dis- 
tribute the output in the directions in which it will do 
most good. In this connection they request, and hope, 
for the hearty co-operation of all of their customers. 
They insist that they are going to try to use their best 
judgment. The manufacturers are adverse to making 
any comments on the result of the conference held at 
Washington last week. It is thought, however, that 
some statement will be forthcoming shortly as to the 
price that the Government is to pay for its steel require- 
ments. The mills have received some information as to 
what tonnages will be needed, but just in what form the 
material is to be shipped is a matter that is still to be 
settled. It will require some time before the Govern- 
ment officials have fixed their schedules as to the ton- 


nages of rounds, plates, forgings and other material that 
will be wanted.

New discount cards on standard sieel pipe were issued 
on Monday of last week by the National Tube Co., ad- 
vancing prices five points to a basing discount of 55 per 
cent.

WAR SITUATION HAS LITTLE EFFECT 
UPON METALS. 


All Markets Except Tin Remain Dull and 
Easy—Situation a Puzzling One to the 
Trade—Lower Prices Expected for Copper. 


New York, April 9—[Special.]—The lack of interest 
displayed in the metal markets last week in the declara- 
tion of war between the United States and Germany 
and the dull and easy positions maintained by the mar- 
kets for copper, lead and spelter, the three so-called 
“great war metals,” is puzzling to those familiar with 
the history of the American metal trade. 

The heavy concessions made by producers of copper 
to the United States Government has had the apparent 
effect of making consumers believe that prices from now 
on will continue downward, and in that belief they are 
holding off from placing contracts for third quarter de- 
livery other than to cover requirements for the manu- 
facture of finished materials, business for which has 
already been secured. There was some fair buying of 
small lots for April, May and June shipments during 
the past week, however, at concessions. Producing in- 
terests also showed a decidedly easier feeling, and ac- 
cepted orders for delivery during the next three months 
at declines of one-half to one cent a pound. 

The most startling feature that developed during the 
week was the indication that the largest producers are 
freer sellers, and at greater concessions than are the 
smaller selling companies. The largest interests here- 
tofore have been most exacting, and particularly strong 
in holding out for extreme prices. There are indica- 
tions now of a radical change of sentiment. It is pointed 
out that the United States Government will need at 
least 90,000,000 pounds more of copper, and, of course, 
will be supplied at the cut price. This will make total 
Government requirements 135,000,000 pounds, but that 
amount probably will be only a beginning if war is to be 
conducted vigorously, as now seems to be indicated. 

It is also becoming clearly evident that the economy 
campaign in Europe being conducted by the allied gov- 
ernments is proving to be effective, and it is asserted 
that the entente governments will place no large cop- 
per contracts in this country before May. In the mean- 
time prices are receding, and the indication is that they 
will continue to seek a lower level for shipment over 
the last half of this year. 

Except to report a slightly lower price for prompt 
lead, the market last week showed no material change 
from that reported in the week previous. Compared 
with a month ago, prompt delivery lead in New York 
shows a decline of one cent per pound, and one-half cent 
in the West. As May deliveries are quoted on the level 
of the price of the American Smelting & Refining Co., 
it is likely that the premiums for prompt metal will 
gradually disappear.

DOUBLE-TRACKING SOUTHERN’S MAIN 
LINE. 


Last Contracts Awarded to Complete Second 
Track from Washington to Atlanta. 


By awarding contracts for 71144 miles of double-track 
work from Charlotte, N. C., to Mt. Zion, S. C., the 
Southern Railway Co. has taken the last steps neces- 
sary to complete its double-tracked main line from 
Washington to Atlanta, 649 miles. Mt. Zion is four 
miles north of Spartanburg, and the little section be- 
tween those points is already in course of construction. 
The contractors for the new work and the several sec- 
tions awarded, in regular order from Charlotte south- 
ward, are as follows: Charlotte to Belmont, N. C., 10.9 
miles, let to Robert Russell of Charlotte; Belmont to 
Bessemer City, N. C., 16.8 miles, to the Crawford- 
Morrow Company of Atlanta, Ga.; Bessemer City to 
Blacksburg, 8. C., 18 miles, to C. W. Lane & Co. of 
Atlanta; Blacksburg to Gaffney, S. C., 9.6 miles, to the 
Brooks-Callaway Company of Atlanta; Gaffney to Cow- 
pens, S. C., 10.4 miles, to the Dunavant-Gunter Com- 
pany of Knoxville, Tenn.; Cowpens to Mt. Zion, S. C., 
5.8 miles, to the Brooks-Callaway Company. The work 
is under the general supervision of W. H. Wells, chief 
engineer of construction of the ‘Southern Railway at 
Washington, D. C. It will be completed as rapidly as 
possible, 

Between Washington and Charlotte there are 368.5 
miles of double track already in service, leaving but 13.2 
miles on which second track is being constructed as fast 
as possible, the uncompleted sections being in Virginia, 
9.5 miles between Covesville and Elma and 3.7 miles 
between Tye River and New Glasgow. Between Char- 
lotte and Atlanta there is a total of 109.2 miles of double 
track in service, and construction is already in progress 
on a tetal of 86.8 miles. Thus there is a total of 100 
miles now building on the line and 71.5 miles about to 


begin. 


DALLAS PUBLIC UTILITIES. 


Local Control Voted for Street Railways, Elec- 
tric Light and Power, also Telephones. 


At the municipal election last week in Dallas, Tex., 
the voters approved by heavy majorities the proposition 
to grant new franchises for street railways, electric 
light and power service and telephone service, these to 
take the place of existing franchises and the respective 
properties to be taken over at agreed valuations by new 
owners, who are C. W. Hobson for the railways, J. F. 
Strickland for the electric light and power service and 
J. C. Casler for the telephone service. The street rail- 
way franchise covers the lines now operated by the 
Stone & Webster interests of Boston, and the valuation 
of them, exclusive of the Oak Cliff lines, is fixed at 
$4.100,000. The light and power franchise covers the 
plant and system now operated by Stone & Webster, 
the valuation being fixed at $4,400,000. The telephone 
franchise covers the Automatic Telephone Co., with the 
right, if it can be accomplished, to consolidate with the 
Southwestern Telegraph & Telephone Co., in which lat- 
ter U. N. Bethell, Theo. N. Vail and others of the Bell 
system are directors. 

It is stated that the grantees of the franchises have 
90 days in which to accept them, but that some delay 
is expected because the charter amendment election case 
now pending before the Court of Civil Appeals directly 
concerns the franchises for railways and light and 
power. Thus, it is further said, if the case is decided 
against the city and the election of last spring is de- 
elared void, the franchises just noted will also be null 
and void. It appears that the old city charter prohib- 
ited granting new franchises until old franchises had 
expired ; it also prohibited indeterminate franchises, and 
it further required payment of a 4 per cent. gross re- 
ceipts tax in the case of all franchises granted by the 
city. A decision is expected to be handed down within 
0 days. 

Meanwhile, the grantees may accept the franchises, 


which acceptance must be in writing, but it is estimated 
that they will in any event not be in full effect before 
June 1. Mr. Hobson is reported as saying that it is 
probable the entire period of 90 days will be required 
to organize the new railway company and to acquire 
the various properties now in the present consolidation. 
In the railway franchise provision is made for the ex- 
penditure of $1,000,000 to rehabilitate the street rail- 
way system and also to make extensions and improve- 
ments. Provision is also made for other extensions and 
improvements in the future. Maximum fare of 5 cents, 
or 22 tickets for a dollar, and universal transfers are 
also conditioned. Later, when earnings amount to 8 
per cent. on the investment, 6 tickets for 25 cents must 
be sold. Rate of return is fixed at 7 per cent., with pre- 
visions for increase if decrease in fare is also made. A 
Texas company is to be formed to operate the lines and 
the interurban terminal station, additional interurban 
lines to be allowed to enter. City may buy the property 
in 10 years or may name a purchaser; it may also re- 
quire proper service. Construction of an interurban 
railway not less than 30 miles long is also required, 
work to start within six months after operations under 
the franchise are begun. Later, another interurban 
must be built if earnings proportionately equal those of 
19138. 

The electric light and power franchise to Mr. Strick- 
land provided for an expenditure of $1,000,000 for ex- 
tensions and improvements within 18 months after the 
new company starts operating, and also an additional 
million within 42 months. Maximum rate, 8 cents per 
kilowatt hour, this to be reduced to 7 cents November 
1, 1917, and to 6 cents January 1, 1919. It is provided 
that this latter rate shall never be raised, but that fur- 
ther reductions shall be made when earnings justify 
them. Rate of return conditions are the same as for 
the railways. 

Under the telephone franchise it is provided that the 
valuation and rates shall be approved by a vote of the 
people of Dallas. 

The effect of the operation of the new franchises will 
be to localize the ownership and control of the public 
utilities there. 


LOUISVILLE & NASHVILLE REPORT. 


Last Year Was a Profitable Period for the 
System—Operating Percentage Less. 


Highly gratifying results are displayed by the sixty- 
sixth annual report of the Louisville & Nashville Rail- 
road Co., which covers the year ended December 31, 
1916. The statement shows operating revenues $64,- 
928,120.59, increase as compared with 1915, $10,901,- 
141.24; operating expenses $42,042,111.35, increase 
$3,479,292.73; net operating revenues $22,886,009.24, 
increase $7,421,848.51. The proportion of expenses to 
operating revenues was reduced from 71.38 per cent. to 
64.75 per cent. 

After the deduction of taxes and uncollectible rail- 
way revenues (the latter amounting to only $18,216.85) 
there was left $20,439,865.64, which, added to other in- 
come, made total income $25,689,970.34, and net income 
after deductions for interest, rents, etc., was $16,962,- 
810.62, to be carried to profit and loss account. The 
total balance to credit of this account is $56,631,786.72. 

The income balance transferred to credit of profit and 
loss for the year was more than double the balance so 
transferred the year before. 

The general balance-sheet displays total assets of 
$361,043,501.06, which includes the investment in road 
and equipment at $274,056,582.09. All investments, in- 
cluding road and equipment amount to $310,970,144.12. 
Current assets are $37,166,616.27. 

The installation of automatic block signals has been 
continued and they are now in use over 531 miles of 
line including Louisville to Cincinnati, 111 miles; Co- 
vington, Ky., to Etowah, Tenn., 345 miles; Calera to 
Montgomery, Ala., 63 miles, and from Evansville, Ind., 
to Henderson, Ky., 12 miles. The signals are now be- 
ing installed between Henderson, Ky., and Amqui, 
Tenn.; also between Illinois-Indiana State Line and 
Howell, Ind. 

This is the second report issued by the railroad com- 
pany within six months and hereafter its annual re- 
ports will cover the calendar years in accordance with 
the requirements of the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion, the issuing of a yearly report as of June 30 be-

TEXAS ADOPTS STATE HIGHWAY LAW. 


State Legislature Creates State Highway Com- 
mission to Provide for the Construction and 
Maintenance of an Adequate State System 
of Trunk Roads.

this measure this State takes an advance step in the 
matter of providing for the construction of a uniform 
system of State highways, and it is also now placed in 
a position to reap the benefit of its share of the Federal 
appropriation for the construction of good roads, The 
new law was very carefully drawn by men deeply inter 
ested in the construction of modern highways, and in 
experience of expert 


preparing it the knowledge and 


road engineers were also obtained. Although Texas has 
made wonderful progress during the last few years in 
the construction of good roads, it is expected that this 
advancement will be still greater and of more practical 
benefit under the new law. The bill provides for the 
appointment by the Governor of three citizens of the 
State as a Board of Highway Commissioners. 

The commission is authorized to formulate plans and 
policies for the location, construction and maintenance, 
in co-operation with the counties of the State, or under 
the direct supervision and control of the State Highway 
Department, of a comprehensive system of State high 
ways and public roads 
As soon as practicable after their qualification for 
office, the State Highway Commission will elect a State 
highway engineer, who shall be a competent civil engi 


neer and graduate of some first-class school of civil engi 
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neering, experienced and skilled in highway construc- 
tion and maintenance, 

The State highway engineer is to prepare, under the 
direction of the commission, a comprehensive plan pro- 
viding a system of State highways, and the commission 
is instructed to advance the construction of such State 
highways, in co-operation with the counties of the State 
or under the direction, supervision and control of the 
State Highway Department, as the necessary funds for 
construction may be available. A copy of the plans of 
State highways is te be furnished to.each county com- 
missioners’ court in the State, to be displayed in the 
office in which the road records of the county are kept. 

When any county desires to construct one or more 
miles of public road constituting a part of the system 
of State highways as designated by the department, the 
commissioners’ court makes application for an allotment 
of State aid from the State highway funds, and if such 
application is accompanied by plans, profiles and esti- 
mates prepared in accordance with the requirements of 
the State highway engineer, the commission will file 
such application in the order in which it is received. 
When such roads are constructed according to specifica- 
tions and under the supervision of the State highway 
engineer, the commission will make an allotment of aid 
from any moneys available in the State highway fund, 
not to exceed one-fourth of the cost of construction. 
But such State aid is not to be expended to aid in con- 
structing more than 10 miles of road in any county 
during any one year, In counties in which the assessed 
valuation of property, in the judgment of the commis- 
sion, does not warrant the construction of sections of 
the system of State highways necessary to provide the 
State with trunk roads or to connect market centers of 
the State, the commission may, in its discretion, in- 
crease the allotment of State aid not to exceed one-half 
the cost of constructing not more than 10 miles of such 
part of the system of State highways in each of these 
counties in one year. All parts of the system of State 
highways that are to be constructed with State aid must 
be maintained at the expense of the county in which the 
highway is located, in accordance with plans approved 
by the State Highway Department, and failure to main- 
tain these sections will forfeit any further State aid 
until proper maintenance work has been done. 

The laboratories maintained at the Agricultural and 
Mechanical College of Texas and at the University of 
Texas are to be placed at the disposal and direction of 
the State highway engineer for the purpose of testing 
and analyzing road and bridge material. 

To provide funds necessary to carry on the work of 
the State Highway Commission, the new law provides 
for license fees for motorcycles and motor vehicles, for 
which a scale of fees is named. The new law also pro- 
vides that no load greater than SOO pounds per inch 
width of tire per wheel shall in any case be permitted, 
and no vehicle of a total gross weight of more than 14 
tons shall be licensed by the Highway Commission. 

One-half of the State highway fund so provided will 
be remitted to the county treasurer in each of the coun- 
ties from which such collections have been made, and 
these fees which are to provide a special fund to be ex- 
pended under the direction of the commissioners’ courts 
in each county for the maintenance of the public roads 
in those counties, in accordance with plans approved by 
the State Highway Department.
